‘His Departure Means That Peaceful 


Methods Have Failed, and That 
Russo-Japanese Differences 
Will Be _ Settled 

by Arms. 


St. Petersburg, February 6.—The Jap- 
aAnese minister, M. Kurino, is making pre- 
liminary preparations for his departure 
from St. Petersburg. 

The minister is making arrangements 
to vacate the legation building. Under 
the terms of the lease, this may be 
given up. It is even reported today on 
@pparently good authority that M. Ku- 
rino has ordered a special car to be in 
readiness at the Warsaw station to take 
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M, KURINO.

The absence of M. Kurino from the 
theatricals given at the winter palace last 
night, which was attended by all the 
other ministers and by the ambassadors, 
was merally remarked.

One of the personalities who have been 
brought much into evidence lately by 
the crisis in the Far East is M. Kurino, 
the minister plenipotentairy of the mika- 
do in St. Petersburg. The difficult task 
of carrying on the negotiations on behalf 
of Japan with Count Lamsdorff has 
been exclusively his, and it is generally 
admitted that he has acquitted himself 
with faultless tact and conspicuous abil- 
ity. It was to M. Kurino that, on the 
occasion of the Russian New Year, the 
‘tsar made the striking pronouncement 
in favor. of peace which has been so 
much and so sanguinely discussed during 
the last few days. 

M. Kurino Schin-Ichiro {s a_ typical 
Japanese of the modern school. He was 
educated in the United States. and when 
still young obtained an appointment as 
elerk in the ministry of foreign affairs 
at Tokio. His promotion was rapid, and 
in 1896 he was sent to Rome as minister. 
The following year the much-envied post 
of envoy extraordinary and mipister 
plenipotentiary at Paris was confided to 
him. He was a great success at the 
Quai d'Orsay and in French society. 
and the five years he spent in Paris dia 
much to add to the popularity of his 
countrymen in that city. @n the ewasion 
of his departure in 1902 he was appoinr- 
ed by the French government a com- 
mander of the Legion of Honor. It was 
then that he was nominated to his pres- 
ent important post in St. Petersburg.

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RUSSIA AND JAPAN 
ARE SHORT OF FUNDS 


If War Comes Lack of Money May Cause Speedy 
Termination--Russia Cannot Borrow from 
Financiers of Paris, 


Paris, February 6.—Public atterition ts 
riveted on the 6minous war cloud hanging 
over the Far East, and for the time be- 
ing Dreyfus, the Humberts and the ex- 
pulsion of the religious orders, are tem- 
porarily forgotten. The newspapers re- 
flect the public feeling that war Is very 
near at hand, only the most conservative 
maintaining that a pacific solution {ig 
possible. It is noticeable that these hav- 
ing government relations take a discour- 
aging view. Official opinion has clearly 
turned toward the pessimistic side, al- 
though not yet ready to concede that the 
last chance has gone. The officials are, 
however, convinced that Russia will not 
vield to Japan’s demands relative to Man- 
churia, so that if war depends on that 
issue it will be for Japan to make a final 
decision. 


In the matter of actual news the for- 
leign office was unable today to give ad- 


ditiona] information, as it has not yet 
been officially advised that the Russian 
reply has been sent. 

In the meantime the embassies and le- 
gations are the centers of unusual activ- 
ity. Ambassador Porter

Neither Nation Will Conquer. 

During one of these meetings M. lLe- 
roy Beaulieu, the eminent author and 
authority on Russia and the Far East 
was encountered, Being asked what bia 
thought of Russia's controversy with Ja- 
pan, he made the following significant re- 
ply: 

“In the event of war I am convinced

and Japan will equally be unable to pene- 
trate into Russia and give lasting effect 
to any temporary triumphs.”’ 

M. Beaulieu seemed to base his con- 
viction on the fact that after the first 
great battles the contestants would find 
the geographical obstacles so great as 
to make decisive hostilities impossible. 

M. Delcasse, in personal conversation 
with members of the diplomatic corps, 
does not conceal the gravity of the sit- 
ustion, but he holds that even if a 
ciplomatic rupture occurs, this does not 
mean an immediate outbreak of hosti]j- 
ties. One of the leading diplomats asked 
M. Delcasse whether he considered war 
a matter of a few days. 

“On the contrary,’’ the minister re- 
plied. “I do not believe it likely to occur 
for a month or two, even should the nego- 
tiations completely fail.’’ 

This accords with the view of other 
leading officials and diplomatists who 
hold that the failure of the negotiations 
would be followed by a period of strategic 
preparation, of raising large war funds 
and of maneuvering for position. 


Raising War Funds. 

The raising of war funds is considered 
here as being one of the most vital ques- 
tions, should the negotiations fail. There- 
fore, a leading American official sought 
to learn whether Russia would be able 
to issue a loan and raise more money 
here. Iie consulted with one of the 
most eminent financiers of France, con- 
nected with the Bank of France, and 
this brought out some surprising state- 
ments concerning the enormous indebt- 
edness Russia has already incurred here. 
According to this financier, Russia’s four 


| situation as being very grave. 


Toans total the colossal sum of $1,400,- 
000,000, most of which came frofn 
France. Russia has practically used the 
funds in building the trans-Siberian rail- 
road, the new fleet and internal improve- 
ment of water ways. The trans-Siberian 
line alone has proved a terrible drain, 
the deficit last-year reaching $20,000,000. 
Therefore, in a conflict Russia must have 
more sinews of war and it is the con- 
clusion of the financier from the fore- 
g0ing facts that she is not likely to place 
a further loan in Paris, which hereto- 
fore has been her chief reliance. 

On the other hand, the adiplomatist com- 
pared this with the announcement todav 
from Tokio that Japan had succeeded in 
secaring voluntary subscriptions of $l,- 
000.000 toward her war fund. 

“That would run a war for about one 
day,’’ said the diplomatist. ‘‘With Rus- 
sia unable to get more money here and 
Japan unable to get it at home, it is 
‘believed that if a break down in the 
negotiations occurs each side will take a 
long breath before fighting.’’ 

Russia Can’t Borrow Money. 

One of the officers of a trust company 
of New York, who was recently here, 
reached the same conclusion—that Russia 
would be unable to make a loan—after 
he had personally discussed the subject 
with @ number of leading author*%es on 
finance. 


A novel view is taken in a certain im--: 


portant diplomatic quarter that the most 
effective means of preserving peace is for 
both Russia and Japan to claim a great 
diplomatic victory, thus satisfying home 
sentiment, and subduing the war spirit. 

This view finds rather serious accept- 
ance at the foreign office, where the 
officials say that if the negotiations hap- 
piiy result in peace, both sides will claim 
a great diplomatic triumph as a means of 
satisfying local sentiment. This is given 
by the officials as one of the main 
reasons why accounts vary concerning 
the terms of the various notes, as it is 
said that each side has adopted a con- 
struction calculated to satisfy its own 
people. 

One of the most prominent of the Rus- 
sian officials here said this evening that 
definite knowledsze concerning the con- 
tents of the Russian reply would be com- 
municated to the world certainly by 
Monday. This official said: 

“War can be avoided if Japan is will- 
ing, for substantial concessions have been 
made, upon which the negotiations can 
continue. Russia is prepared .or eventu- 
alities and a rupture of the negotiations, 
not as ostentatiously as Japan, but none 
the less effectively.” 

RUSSIA IS BENT ON WAR, 
JAPANESE MINISTER SAYS 


Washington, February 6.—Mr. Taka- 
hira, the Japanese minister, has not 
been informed by his government of the 
receipt of the Russian reply, but he has 
received advices from Tokio which show 
the feeling there to be one of great ex- 
asperation at the delay in the receipt of 
the Russian reply, for which no explana- 
tion has been given.

In view of the activity of the Russian 
military forces, the Japanese believe 
Russia is bent on war. Special emphasis 
is laid by Japanese Officials upon the 
forwarding of the reply to Admiral 
Alexieff, head of the war party, for 
final revision. Another strong indica- 
tion of war, in the opinion of the Jap- 
anese, is the warning given by the Rus- 
sian officials to the Japanese of Vlad- 
ivostock that a state of siege might be 
expected at any time.

RUSSIA’S REPLY HANDED 
TO JAPANESE GOVERNMENT 

The Russian reply has been handed to 
the Japanese government by Baron de Ro- 
sen, the Russian minister at Tokio. Russia 
is standing on the tiptoe of expectancy and 
apprehension. Word from Japan is wait- 
ed with great anxiety. There are grave 
fears that this is the parting of the ways 
for Russia and Japan.

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RUSSO-JAPANESE WAR 
MAY INVOLVE WORLD 


Almost Certain Fighting in Orient Will Be Followed 
by Outbreak in Balkans Which Will Result in a 
European Conflagration. 


London, February 6.—The prospect of 
a great war breaking out in the Far 
East next week, which is acknowledged 
in hitherto most pacific quarters, 
was brought appreciably nearer by @e 
developments of a day or two.

RUSSIA IS PREPARING 
TO REPEL JAPANESE ATTACK 

Viadivostock, February 6.—Even the 
authorities here apparently are without 
information in regard to the general 
situation. They receive casual instruc- 
tions from which it is apparent that prep- 
arations are on the increase to repel an 
attack, but no comprehensive steps have 
been taken nor has there been any spe- 
cal allotment of funds wthout which 
many things aré impossible. The move- 
ment of troops toward Korea has been 
stopped. The public is greatly depressed 
by the uncertainty and banking and mer- 
cantile operations are at a standstill. 

If Viadivostock is blockaded the offices 
of the Usuri railroad and the law courts 
will be transferred to Khabariovsk and 
the administrative offices to Nikolsk, 
Usuri. The Oriental] institute and other 
educational establishments will be closed. 
It is rumored that all strangers, whether 
Russian or foreign, will be requésted to. 
leave the vicinity of the fortifications, 
and the native residents will be required 
to provide quarters for elght thousand 
soldiers, with horses, with orders to mob- 
ilize the reserves being expected hourly.

BREAK IN IN NEGOTIATIONS 
MAY NOT RESULT IN WAR 

Berlin, February 7.—The North Ger- 
man Gazette takes great pains to prove 
that the stoppage of nezotia‘ions be- 
tween Russia and Japan would not 
necessarily mean war. It considers it 
possible that Japan will begin certain 
undertakings in Korea for which prepa- 
rations were long ago made, but thinks 
it unlikely that Russia will oppose these 
undertakings unless Japan extends her 
action to the Yalu valley. 

It is unnecessary, says The Gazette, 
to suppose that Japan wil! require the 
transport of a large number of troops 
into Korea, since the numerous Jap- 
anese settlers and traders in Korea 
would be transformable tmmediately into 
excellent soldiers. The paper admits 
that it is impossible to consider war 
between the two countries absolutely 
preciuded, but says that, in any event, 
war js unlikely to occur in the immediate 
future.

BERLIN DIPLOMATS THINK 

JAPAN WILL AVOID WAR 

Berlin, February 6.—The announcement 
that Russia’s reply was handed to the 
Japanese government was communicated 
to the state departments and embassies 
this afternoon, heightening the expect- 
ancy.

Paris, February 6.—Baron Hayashi, 
Japanese minister to Great Britain, in 
talking to a London correspondent of 
The Figaro, refused to confirm or deny 
the correctness of the interview with 
him published in The Matin, saying that 
he authorized the official publication of 
Only the following: 

“Russia's reply has not been received, 
and, so far as I know, the situation is 
unchanged; but if Russia will not accept 
the clauses which Japanese regard as 
essential, war is inevitable,’’ 

The Figaro correspondent concludes 
that the remainder of The Matin’s inter- 
view represents Baron Hayashi's per- 
sonal views, adding that a short conver- 
sation with the minister suffices to 
show that he regards the situation as 
extremely critical. 

Baron Hayashi, during the 
expressed the opinion that the optimism 
of the local press was due to the fact 
that the Far Eastern question was less 
studied tn Paris than In London, and he 
dwelt on the essential point of Japan’s.

Washington, February 6.—(Special.)— 
Senator Bacon is only waiting until the 
Panama treaty gets out of the way to 
renew the agitation for the adoption of 
his resolutions calling upon the depart- 
ment of commerce for the statistics show- 
(ing what trust-made goods are sold 
abroad cheaper than they are furnished 
to the home purchasers. It is anticipated 
that a vote upon the treaty will be had 
some time within the next two weeks, 
after which the opportunity will be ripe 
for pressing this phase of the great tariff 
question home upon the republican trust 
defenders. 

It is believed the republican senators, 
however much they may seek to escape 
the disclosures which the Baccn resolu- 
tions must bring, will find they must 
permit the adoption of the Georgia sen- 
ator’s demand for information. During 
the tariff debates in both houses of con- 
gress there has been little disposition on 
the part of the republicans to defend the 
Dingley law to the extent of standing 
for the schedules which make it possible 
for the manufacturing trusts to sell their 
products abroad cheaper than they sell 
them to the home consumer, though oc- 
casionally there has been one of them 
bold enough to hold that this condition 
of affairs is all right. For the most part, 
the republican orators have either con- 
demned that practice or fought shy of 
the subject. Bat that they are not 
going to be permitted to evade the re- 
sponsibility for such unjust discrimina- 
tions against the home purchaser ‘ts 
certain. 

Before congress adjourns to enable Its 
members to go into the presidential cam- 
paign, there is going to be a great deal 
of tariff agitation, and the facts which 
the Bacon resolutions will bring out are 
sure to enter very largely into that 


agitation. 
To Save Sea Island Cotton. 

Growers of sea island cotton in Georgia 
and South Carolina will be delighted to 
know that the department of agriculture, 
at the instance of Representative Brant- 
ley, will immediately pegin a 6eries of 
experiments at Blackshear to protect 
cotton from the numerous diseases which 
go frequently blight that vaJuable prod- 
uct, particularly the deadly anthracnose. 
‘Mr. Brantley, in the interest of the 
growers of south Georgia, where the great 
bulk of the sea island cotton is grown, 
has been urging the secretary of agri- 
culture to come to the relief of the cot- 
ton planters, who are great sufferers 
from anthracnose, which attacks the boll 
before it opens, thus killing the plant 
and working great injury to the crop. 

It was suggested that there was no 
appropriation for the proposed experi- 
ments, but Mr. Brantley showed that 
it would be useless to attamyt to get a 
special act passed for that purpose, 
which would not be effective until more 
than a year hence. After the appropria- 
tion for the extermination of the boll 
weevil was granted, Mr. Brantley final- 
ly prevailed upon the secretary to use 
a part of that appropriation in protecting 
sea island as well as upland cotton. The 
wisdom of the suggestion Was recog- 
nized by the secretary, and Mr. Gallo-

AMERICAN NAY 
IN BATTLE TRIM 


Army Also in Readiness for 
Immediate Service 


Quietly Land and Naval Forces Have 
Been Put in Condition Owing 
to Possibility of Hastern 
Trouble Involving the 
United States. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, February 6.—(Special.)— 
Since, so l@ng as the wag clouds hover 
over the Orient, there is the possibility— 
remote to be sure, but still a possibility— 
that the United States, because of her 
large commercial interests in Manchuria 
and Korea, may become involved, it is 
of interest to all Americans to know that 
the fighting arm. of the United States 
government is in excellent condition. 

That this been brought 
about, to some extent, by recognition of 
the possibility I have Suggested 
Can be no doubt. 

Quietly, but none the less effectively, 
both the navy and war departments have 
been putting the milfttary forces of the 
United States tn a state of preparedness 
for any possible conflict over the Far 
Eastern disagreements. No particular 
secret is made of the fact that the hurry 
orders given Admiral Robby I. Evans, 
when recently with his fleet at Honolulu, 
to proceed with all dispatch to the Phil- 
ippines, was for the purpose of having in 
close proximity to the possible scene of 
conflict a powerful American squadron. 
Neither is it denied that the torpedo boat 
flotilla and the cruiser Buffalo, which are 
en route to the Philippines, were 
to strengthen Admiral Evans’ command 
because of ‘the situation in the Far East. 


Best Condition Ever. 

Military experts say the United States 
ig now in better condition for a severe 
foreign war than it has ever been since 
the birth of the nation. Wonderful 
strides in military and naval strength 
and efficiency have been made since the 
Spanish war wyhich, if it has accomplish- 
ed no other good, taught the United 
States the faults of its military system. 

At the present time the United navy has 
about 255 vessels of all classes fit for 
active service. Since 1898, seven first- 
class battle ships have been added to the 
list, and now there are eleven first-class 
battle ships in commission and one sec- 
ond class battle ship. The following bat- 
tle ships, now in commission, have been 
added to the navy since the Spanish 
war: The Alabama, Illinois, Kearsarge, 
Kentucky, Maine, Missouri and Wiscon- 
sin. Thirteen additional battle ships are 
now in process of construction, and one 
of these, the Ohio, could be completed 
within a few months if the necessity 
arose. Four harbor defense monitors—

The day had few sensational features, 
so far as the actual trading was con- 
cerned, The market was a tame affair 
and the volume of trade was compara- 
tively light. The unreasoning desire to 
sell, no matter at what sacrifice, was not 
shown, but instead, traders commenced 


; to hesitate and ask themselves if cotton

The 
call was issued yesterday and notices 
will be mailed at once to e3ch member 
of the committee. 

The date of the meeting is compara- 
tively an early one. TwWo.years ago the 
committee met on March 29, a month Ia- 
ter, and in 1900 the meeting was held 
March 17. 

When asked about the date yesterday, 
Chairman Brown said: 

“Everybody seems anxious to know 
when the committee is going to fix the 
date for the primary, and there appears 
to be no reason why the matter should 
not be settled without any great delay. 

“But my particular reason for select- 
ing February 29 for the meeting of the 
committee, ig that it Is the fifth Monday 
in the month, a date on which it will be 
more convenient for most of the out of 
town members to be present, because 
there are usually no courts fixed for that 
day.”’ 

Following is the official call, as issued 
by Chairman Brown: 

State Democratic Executive Committee, 
Atlanta, Ga., February 6, 1904. 

To the Members of the State Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee: You are 
hereby notified that there will be a meet- 
ing of the state democratic executive com- 
mittee, in Atlanta, at the Piedmont hotel, 
at I! a. m., on Monday, the 29th day of 
February, 1904, for the purpose of ar- 
ranging a primary for the nomination of 
state officers and considering such other 
matters as maly be properly brought 
to the attention of the committee.

An Early Primary. 

The calling of the committee at this 
time probably means an early primary. 
As a matter of fact an early primary 
this year will be somewhat of a necessi- 
ty if the party is going to avoid the 
holding of two conventions and make one 
do the work. 

In order to make one convention do all 
that has to be done, it will be necessary 
for this convention to meet before July 
6, which is the date of the national dem- 
ocratic convention at St. Louis, so that 
it may select the delegates to the national 
convention. In order to be in full time, 
therefore, the convention woul@d have to 
be held the latter part of June, and as it 
is wsual for about a month to elapse be- 
tween the primary and the convention, 
the primary will likely come along the 
first of June or the latter part of May.

New York, February 6.—The suit of 
Henry DD. Hornbostel to recover from 
the Lafayette Memorial commission arch- 
itects’ fees for pedestal designs for the 
salayette munument now being erected 
in Paris as a gift from the school chil- 
dren of the United States, was today 
discontinued in the supreme court of the 
county of New York.

World's Fair Commissioners Re- 
port fo Governor 


Less Than One-third of the Amount 
Needed Has Been Subscribed. 
Appeal Is Made to At- 
lanta and Othe. Geor- 
gia Cities. 


If Georgia !s to have a building at the 
coming St. Louis exposition, such as has 
been proposed, considerably more money 
than has already been subscribed will 
have to be raised, 

This fact is developed in a report made 
yesterday to Governor Terrell by the ac- 
tive members of the Georgia commission 
for the Louisiana Purchase exposition. 
This report shows that less than $9,000 
has been subscribed, while nearly $30,000 
is needed to carry out the plans in view. 

The subscriptions up to the present time 
have come practically altogether from 
the southern part of the state with the 
exception of one or two from middle 
Georgia. 

Commissioner General Dudley M. 
Hughes and Vice Commissioner Hugh Wa 
Washington, up to the time they became 
sick a couple of weeks ago, had accom- 
plished considerable on the Georgia build- 
ing. They are now ready to take it up 
again with the determination to push it 
through to success. 

At a meeting held at the governor's 
mansion, which was attended by one Or 
two well known Atlantans, it was stated 
there was no doubt that Atlanta would 
do the proper fhing in connection with 
the Georgia building. It was then de- 
cided to hold another meeting on Thurs- 
day, February 11, with the mayor, the 
president of the chamber of commerce 
and other prominent officials, at which 
plans will be discussed looking to securing 
in Atlanta additions so the fund. 


What the Report Shows. 

The report made to Governor Terrell 
yesterday by Commissioner Hughes and 
his assistants is as follows:

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GENERAL HARRISON OTIS. 
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Words from an Employer Who Fought Organized 
Labor and Won--Labor in California--Rules for 
Employers and Employees. 


| By Frank G. Carpenter. 

‘ Washington, D, C., February 6,—(Spe- 
cial Correspendence.)—My interview to- 
day is with an independent employer 

has been successfully fighting organ- 
ized labor for more than a decade, and 
who radical views as to labor and 
capital. I refer to Major General Har- 
rison Gray Otis, the editor and chief 
owner of The Los Angeles Times, one of 
tthe great Mewspaper properties of the 
far west. General Otis has edited The 
Times for mote than a quarter of a cen- 
tury, he has employed all sorts of labor 
and 1890 his office "was filled with 
union men, They made certain demands 
which Otis refused to grant. They struck 
and Otis, whose education in fighting be- 
gan with four years in our clvil war, 
fought back. He filled his office with 
mon-union men, He was boycotted. but 
he continued to fight, and has been fight- 
ing ever since, taking Only one vacation 
during which he Was a brigadier general 
in the Philippines and on the firing line 
at the time of the Spanish war. 

Labor in California. 

My first question was as to labor con- 
ditions on the Pacific slope. General Otis 
replied: 

“In southern California, where T live, 
we have to a large extent industrial 
freedom. We are comparatively free from 
strikes, and as,a result, perhaps, we are 
growing more than any other part of the 
etate. We are building railroads, pump- 
dng oil, getting our minerals and becom- 
fing rich. It is different in San Francisco. 
The labor situation there is bad, and se- 
rious disturbances have been going on 
for a long time. The effect has been to 
paralyze industrial activity, cripple com- 
merce and restrict manufactures. The 
losses amounted into the millions and the 
greatest losses have been felt by labor 
itself because least able to stand them. 
There have been strikes, boycotts and 
frequent acts of industrial violence, ow- 
ing to the domination of the unions, and 
men have been persecuted, beaten, 
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|}maimed and murdered for. refusing to 
do thelr bidding.’’ 
The Trades Unions. 

“What do you think of the growth of 
the unions? Will they ever cantrol the 
labor of the country? 

“IT think not. They constitute only a 
small percentage of al] the toilerg and 
the law-abiding majority will never sur- 
render to the too often lawless minori- 
ty. It cannot do so in the very nature of 
the case, Industrial freedom !s as sa- 
cred as personal freedom, political free- 
dom or religious freedom, My position 
is that every citizen has the lawful 
right to pursue undisturbed and unham- 
pered any lawful occupation in a lawful 
way, and to be protected in that right 
by the whole power of the government 
if need be. 

“This ts warranted by the constitution 
and the law and nothing less than this 
will serve. As to the growth of the 
trades unions, that would net be a men- 
ace to the country if their tendencfes 
were not so unreasonable and monopolis- 
tic as many of them have been in re- 
cent years. I have nevér opposed unions 
ag such, but only their tendency toward 
lawlessness, As they are today, their 
domination would paralyze industry and 
be an intolerable despotism. Bhe right 
not to join unions is as sacred as the 
right to join them, and it is not for one 
class of citizens to say what another 
class shall or shall not do in this re- 
gard.”’ 


Labor’s Worst Enemy. 

“Give mé@ your idea of the labor situa- 
tion, General Otis.’’ 

“It is abnormal, threatening, bad!’ was 
the reply. “It is a serious drawback to 
the progres of the country. The rem- 
edy Hes in the enforcement of the laws 
as they stand.

glave. I will not deny that we were an- 
noyed by the boycott, but I believe we 
made money by it, and, above all, we 
retained our own self-respect as men 
and as Americans. The story of our 
trouble began thirteen years ago, when 
we were confronted by a senseless atrike 
in The Los Angeles Times office. The 
men ih our composing rooms then walk- 
ed out without any adequate cause or 
provocation. They crippled the office 
temporarily, but we refused to yield and 
stood fast against the boycott which was 
at once instituted. Our business was 
injured somewhgt for the first few 
months, and I might say for the first 
year. Nevertheless, the earnings of the 
paper slowly but steadily increased, and 
after the first year they increased rapid- 
ly. We refused to restore the strikers. 
We defied the boycott and spurned the 
boycotters. ‘The people appreciated our 
action and the prosperity of the paper 
hag been cOnfessedly great. <As it is 
now, we pay the highest wages to our 
ekilleg and faithful workmen, and we 
have disbursed more than a million and 
a half golé@ dollars for labor since the 
day we defeated that senseless and 
wicked strike.” 
Employers and Employees. | 

‘What, in a nutshell, are the rules 
which should govern in the relations of 
employers and employees?” I asked. 

“In a nutshell,’’ replied General Otis, 
“they are faithfulness, fidelity and devo- 
tion to duty on the one hand; good will, 
fair wages, reasonable hours and good 
treatment on the other hand, and fair 
play oh both, without unwarranted inter- 
ference by outside persons or organiza- 
tions not properly concerned in the af- 
fairs of either workman or employer. 

“rt am a worker myself,’’ continued 
General Otis, ‘“‘and I maintain the right 
of my fellows to work and to make inde- 
pendent contracts with their employers. 
I should like to see every worthy man 
and woman in the land who wishes to 
work employed at fair wages and at reg- 
ular, steady work. High wages ‘for 
short and irregular periods give less 
money in the course of a year than con- 
tinuous employment at a more moderate 
yet fair rate of pay. I believe that under 
right and free conditions in the labor 
market it is possible for every competent 
workman in the country to have work 
for 300 days in the year and be paid ac- 
cordingly.” J 

“What do you mean by right condi- 
tions?’’ I asked. 

“l mean those in which the réTationg 
between the employer and his men are 
mutually satisfactory, Such relations 
should prevail whether the labor is skill- 
ed or unsgkilled, organized or un- 
organized. I mean that the work- 
man showd have good wages, 
that his family should be well 
nourished, wéll clothed and welb housed 
and at the same time have enough fur 
health, education and recreation. Such 
conditions are for the welfare and con- 
tentment of the people and a boon to 
the state.’’ 

The Day’s Work. 

“How about the length of the working 
day?” I asked. 

“There should be no contention about 
that,”’ said General Otis. “If the hour 
is made the unit and basis of labor, the 
problem would be practically solved. 
Then the number of hours to constitute 
a working day becomes a secondary con- 
sideration, and can be adjusted without 
trouble. Such matters can be arranged 
by the parties immediately concerned on 
a flexible basis, to suit the requirements 
of the business and with advantage to 
all concerned. 

“There is one thing that is very im- 
portant,’’ General Otis went on; “It is 
more important In many respects than 
wages or hours, This is that the owner 
has the right to control his estab'g¢ih- 
ment and the right to regulate the force 
and the output. He must be able to make 
a fair profit on his product, whatever it is 
besides earning the annual] interest on the 
cost of the plant, an item never to be 
left out of the account. Unless he is giv- 
en a free hand to accomplish these things 
he cannot do a safe and sound or growing 
business. He cannot thrive himself or 
enable his people to thrive for long. He 
cannot furnish the greatest need of labor, 
which is certainty and steadiness of em- 
ployment, fair wages and repose.”’ 

“Have you ever been a laboring man, 
General?”’ 

‘*‘Most emphatically so,’’ replied Gener- 
al Otis. “I know what it is to work 
and so do all my business associates. I 
began life as a farmer's boy, learned to 
read in a log school house and grew up 
among people with whom industry, fru- 
gality and free labor were the rules of 
life. I am a laboring ma@n still, Fea 
the past twenty years, during which I 
have been building up the Los Angeles 
Times, I have worked more hours dally 
than most of the men in my employ. I 
have never kept a record of my hours 
nor Charged for cvertime, thovgh I have 
often put in from twelve to sixteen hcurs 
per day week in and week out. This, 
however, fs merely a persona] matter and 
of little importance in connection with 
the question.’’ ; 

The Big Syndicates and Trusts. 

“How will the great industrial com- 
binations affect labor matters” I asked. 

“I gee no reason why they should not 
be for the good of labor, provided the 
combinations are kept within the plain 
limitations of the law according to the 
wise policy of President Roosevelt. Great 
combinations can do great things, They 
can handle industrial problems which 
would be beyond single individuais or 
small capicalists, Great undertakings re- 
quire great dynamic forces, immense ma- 
chinery and enormous ceapftal. They call 
for many workmen and create opportumi- 
ty for wages. The real tes# is in the ques- 
tion as to whether the combinations are 
jawfu) or unlawful, Outside of this they 
should not be restricted. They should not 
be crushed merely because they are big

@mall. All are alike entitled to the pro-

Uncle Sam and Labor. 

“How about the labor unions and the 
United States government?’ 

“There should be no labor unions among 
civil government employees,” gaid General 
Otis. “You might as well draft them 
upon the army and navy. The govern- 
ment is and should be supreme, and it 
cannot take the risk of suffering labor 
unions to. dictate to it in any particular, 
The labor unionist who enters the gov- 
ernment service should at once drop his 
trade union alliances ang acknowledge his 
allegiance to Uncle Sam only.”’ 

‘You are connected with printing, Gen- 
eral; how should the government act as 
to organized labor in the government 
printing office?’’ 

“I have substantially answered that.” 
was the reply. “I don’t think the gov- 
ernment should recognize any trades 
union, directly or indirectly, in the gov- 
ernment printing office. President Roose- 
velt was absolutely right in the Miller 
case when he insisted on its being an 
open shop. He went to the core of the 
matter in that case and ‘nothing less than 
the rules he laid down can prevail .inless 
Uncle Sam intends to retire from the 


business of public printing, which he evi- 
dently has no notion of doing.” 


The Government and Non-Unionists. 

“How far should the government go in 
its protection of the non-union man?’ 

“It should go the whole length needed 
to protect him in his right to work for 
whom and for what he pleases. The non- 
union man h@s every right possessed by 
the union man. His rights are, in fact, su- 
perior_to the union man’s rights so long 
as he keeps himself within the limitations 
of the law; for the union man does not 
do that. He breaks out and undertakes 
to monopolize all labor himself and at the 
same time maltreats his non-union broth- 
er, I can’t see how any sane man can 
Support the theory that the non-union 
man Or any Man must join the’ranks of 
organized labor in order that he may have 
the protection guaranteed by the consti!- 
tution and the law.” 


Employers’ Association. 

“What do you think of the associations 
of capital now forming to keep represen- 
tatives to deal with organized labor—I 
mean the walking delegates of the capi- 
talists?’”’ 

‘Y don’t think they should be necessary, 
They will not be when the conditions are 
normal and where the law authorities are 
watchful. I think the law should protect 
the employer-if he is unjustly treated by 
organized labor, as it should also protect 
the employee in a similar situation. The 
employer has as much right to such pro- 
tection as the humblest workman. Asso- 
ciations of employers having for their ob- 
ject the protection of each other by law- 
ful means are entirely proper. They are 
needed now more than ever before tod 
deal with and check the @ggressions of or- 
ganized labor. They require the sinews of 
war to carry on their operations, and 
must have authorized representatives 
just as other associations.” 


The Public. 

“Tf the capitalists and thre labor unions 
combine, where will the consumers come 
in ?’’ 

“They will have to take to the woods,” 
said General] Otis. “But such a combinu- 
tion will never be made so as to affect 
any large class of eonmaumers. It could 
not last. It would be im sible.’’ 

“What is to be the outcome of this 
conflict?” 

“The country,’ replied General Otis—‘'I 
mean the péeople—will win and win tre- 
mendously when it comes to a direct con- 
flict between the law and the labor 
leagues. I believe that conflict cannot be 
long averted. The American people will 
never yield to the lawless domination of 
the few. They will never surrender their 
‘clear, lawful, personal and industrial 
rights to the selfish demand of an aggres- 
sive minority.

COL. CONNALLY'S 
BUSY CAREER 


Review of Life Work of Noted 
Soldier and 
Minister, 


Asheville, N. C., February 6.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—Colonel John K. Con- 
nally, soldier, lawyer, statesman, writer 
and minister of the gospel, died at his 
home, “Farmhurst,” Sunday afternoon. 
Sunday morning he arose in apparent 
‘good health. About 2 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon he took a walk, and just after 
reaching South Main street he was 
stricken with paralysis. Passers by as- 
sisted him into a store, and, answering 
a ’phone call, his son in law, Dr. Thomas 
Cheeseborough, was speedily at his side, 
But even in this short period of time 
the stricken man had almost lost con<- 
sciousneas, 

He was taken at once to his home, 
where the grand old man passed peace- 
fully away within a few minutes from 
the time his first tottering step on the 
street warned him of death’s approach. 

The funeral services were conducted 
Monday afternoon from the residence by 
Rev. Thomas Lawrence, D. D. The in- 
terment took plaee at Riverside ceme- 
tery. The pall bearers were selected from 
Zebulon Vance Camp, U. C. V., of which 
Colonel Connally was a member, and he 
was buried with all the marks of respect, 
love and honor that devoted comrades 
could show. 


Colonel Connaly’s Career. 


In the death of Colonel Connally, @ 
man of many parts, of most strange and 
interesting career, has passed away. He 
was 65 years of age, a Tennessegan by 
birth: a man of great learning and of 
gigantic intellect. He made reputation 
in both Texas and Virginia as a lawyer 
and a statesman. In the civil war he 
served as captain and colonel, and no 
man displayed more gallant courage in 
arms than he. At the bloody battle of 
Gettysburg he led his regiment in per- 
son, and during the hottest part of the 
engagement he rushed with the colors in 
advance of his men. His sword and his 
flag were shot from his hands, and he 
was almost shot to death. He recovered 
from his wounds, however, after months 
of suffering, and was placed in command, 
by General Lee, of all the junior reserves. 
He was then a young man, having en- 
tered the service at 22. 


Narrow Escape from Death. 

At these different times Colonel Con- 
nally narrowly escaped sudden and un- 
natural death. Once he was shipwrecked 
when a big steamer went down off the 
coast of, New York, and nearly every 
life was/ lost. He was rescued more 
dead than alive. Again, while living in 
Virginia, after the war, he was elected 
to the state senate, the youngest man 
ever elected to that position in the old 
dominion. While listening to the famous 
election contest case of Calhoun vs. Elli- 
son, the capitol building collapsed, killing 
many. A man who fell on top of Col. Con- 
nally struck his neck across a bench, 
and was dead almost instantly. After 
some hours the victims were rescued 
from the mass of debris, and, although 
seriously injured, Colonel Connally lived, 
and again during the war he was shot to 
pieces—and one arm gone—the physicians 
despaired of saving his life. He had a 
faithful nurse and friend in one of his 
aids, A. A. Tyson, who loyally adminis- 
tered to nis necessities, and brought him 
back to health and strength. 

These three close struggles with death 
seemed to inspire him with singularly 
serious thoughts, and he left off the law 
‘and turned his attention to spifitual af- 


fairs. Not long after this he became a 


Baptist minister of great eloquence and 
power. 

Prominent Family Connections. 

Colonel Connally and the great Dr J. 
LL. M. Curry married sisters, and it was 
at the home of Colonel Cannally that 
the great educator and diplomat died, 
sOme months ago. 

Besides hig magnificent home in Ashe- 
ville, he owned the hotel at the foot of 
Black mountain, a comfortable and well 
appointed cottage near Gembroom, Z. B. 
Vance’s mountain home, much farming 
lands and stock, and an entire mountain— 
picturesque old Grey Beard, from whose 
dizzy heights the mountains of four 
other states can be seen. It was here, in 
the seclusion of his beautiful hills, where 
one hears continually the music of birds 
and warbling brooks, that I first met this 
grand old man. I ate breakfast with 
him. I'll never forget his gentle man- 
ners, his graceful speech and his ever 
abounding reyerence for the God who 
had thrice saved him from sudden death. 


He Loved Books. 

Around him, in this mountain cottage, 
were magnificent oil paintings—some of 
relatives, some of the great men in his- 
tory whom he admired. His library was 
a revelation—books, books, books! but 
they were the books of the scholar and 


the Bible, books in Gré@ek, Hebrew and 
latin. There he had been writing his 
analysis of the Bible for !8 years. He 
believed that God had chosen him as 
‘the medium for a great revelation to 
mankind. He prayed that he might com- 
plete the work, and here comes the 
pathos of this story. Just a week ago 
this good man informed me that he had 
finished the work; that he had made 
arrangements with the publishers, and 
that he hoped, now after 28 years of 
writing, to be able-in about 30 days, to 
place the resviits of his research and 
study before the public; and requested 
me to arrange for him a list of news- 
papers in every state and county in the 
union to whom he might send a copy 
for review. What effect his death will 
have as to the publication of this, the 
ambition of his Matter years, I know not; 
but I hope the people may be able to 
read it, and whether we indorse his 
opinions, his deductions, or his doctrines, 
or not, I believe all will pronounce it the 
most wonderful book of the age.

KEPT IN CONVENT 


Aoecan Woman wih Sister 
a Truro, . Cornwall,

#resh Cornwall Air Bringing Color 
Ro Cheeks, but She Shows the 
' §Strain of Prison Life—Sis- 
ters Are Not Aware of 
Idertity.

London, February 6.—Mrs. Maybrick js 
Serving out the last few months of “her 
life sentence for the killing of her hus- 
band in the quiet country home of the 
Bisters of the Epiphany at Truro. Corn- 
Wall, under an assumed name and 
her identity completely hidden. She !s 
Suarded from communication with the 
outside world as jealously as if she were 
still in Aylesbury prison. 

Thovgh the fresh Cornwall air is bring- 
ing the color back to her cheeks, the 
Btrain of her fourteen years of confine- 
mént, commencing with the imposition 
of the death sentence, passed under the 
Bevere discipline of various prisons, !s 
still evident in her care-worn look. This, 
however, is the only outward sign she 
Bhows of her ordeal. 

Even the sisters with whom she asso- 
clates and the servants have no idea 
that she really is Mrs. “Maybrick. She 
Wears an ordinary black dress with a 
white frill at her throat. She occuples 
a pleasant, simply furnished room in the 
home, and rises at 6 o'clock each morn- 
Ing. 

Though a free agent in many ways, she 
Is obliged to conform to the strict dis- 
cipline of the convent. She takes her 
meals in silence, ang is not allowed to 
converse except upon religious topics dur- 
Ing the day. At tea time, when for an 
Interval the sisters are permitted to talk 
of mundane things, Mrs. Maybrick re- 
tires to her own room. She must be in 
bed by 9 o'clock. No newspapers ‘are 
allowed her, and only stich’ books as are 
given her by the sisters. At first news- 
Papers were surreptitiously supplied her, 
but this was discovered and a severe 
reprimand followed. 

Allowed To Walk with Sisters. 

During a part of the day Mrs. May- 
frick works In silence in the sewing room 
with the sisters, who make dll their own 
clothing. Last Sunday she attended ser- 
vice in the Truro cathedral and was al- 
lowed to walk about the town accom- 
panied by one of the sisters. 

Mrs. Maybrick is supposed to be re- 
covering from an attack of influenza and 
passes merely as one of many visitors 
of the sisterhood Who pay for their ac- 
tommodations. She will remain in chatge 
of the sisters until she is released. next 
July, though prior to that time, when the 
weathér improves, she will be removed 
probably to the convalescent home under 
the same management, which is locate4 
fn one of the wildest spots on the Cornish 
coast. 

In her present sanctuary Mrs. Maybrick 
appears to be happy by comparison. The

line is. almost as complete a’ the perfect 
freedom of the large, beautifully kept 
grounds surrounding the Sisterhood bulld- 
ing, which overlooks the sleepy little oa- 
thedral town of Truro, where the breezes 
sweep from the Cornish Moors and coast. 
Avxistocratic Associates. 

Many members of the English aristoc- 
racy are inmates of the home. The moth- 
er superior of the Sisterhood is the Hon. 
Miss Dalrymple, while several other sis- 
ters under only their Christian names 
conceal weli known patronymics. 

The Sisterhood of the Epiphany con- 
stantly receives within its walls titled 
women who wish to find a temporary 
rest from the world in a religious retreat, 
and hence Mrs. Maybrick’s arriva] caused 
no comment. She was driven from the 
Truro railway station to the home in 
Miss Dalrymple’s private carriage and 
remained in etrict incognito for nearly a 
fortnight. The acting mother superior is 
one of the few who knew of the identity 
of the visitor and she guards her from all 
interviews with a vigilance worthy an 
old-time abbess. This sister absolutely 
refused to convey a letter or @ message 
to Mrs. Maybrick from the representative 
of the Associated Press. A rescue home 
for fallen girls and a laundry for their 
employment is carried an in connection 
with the Ephiphany convent. Until now 
the sisters who knew of Mrs. Maybrick’s 
identity have evaded inquiries regarding 
her saying that she was not in the rescue 
home, which’ is quite correct, as Mrs. 
Maybrick has nothing to do with this 
department of the convent. 

Mrs. Maybrick’s somewhat anomalous 
tatus was explained as follows by one 
of the chief officials of the Epiphany or- 
der: 

“Mrs. Maybdricx ts still a prisoner, and 
has not even been released on ticket-of- 
leave. These in charge of her are prac- 
tically her jailers, and all communication 
with her !ts forbidden, except through 
the home secretary.” 

These appear to be textually the offi- 
cial instructions which accompanied Mrs. 
Maybrick on her departure from the 
Aylesbury prison. No prison warden is 
with Mrs. Maybrick, the sisters being 
implicitly entrusted with her safe keep- 
ing, which fact is generally regarded as 
constituting an unprecedented indulgence 
to a prisoner. : 

The Baroness Von Roques will, it is ex- 
pected, come to Truro later, in order that 
she may be near her daughter.

TO VACCINATION 


Macon Physicians Call for 
Steps To Suppress 
Smallpox, 


Macon, Ga., February 6.—(Spectal.)— 
That vaccination is the only metnod by 
which smallpox can be controlled is: the 
uranimous opinion of the Macon Mcdical 
Society. 

This decision was reached tonight ata 
meeting of the society, when the small- 
pox situation in Macon came up for dis- 
cussion, and ways and means’ were 
spoken of for the extermination of the 
disease. The question has been the cause 
of no little discussion among medical men 
for some time past, and has beer more 
freely indulged in since the board of al- 
dermen at a recent meeting declined to 
pasg an. ordinance making vaccination 
compulsory. 

The medical men of the city expressed 
themselves in the following manner: 

“Resoved, First, That it is the unani- 
mous opinion of this society that vac- 
cination and revaccination is the only 
positive means of controlling the _ epi- 
demic of smallpox, which now extends 
over the United States. 

“Second, That no member of this as- 
sociation has seén a case of loss of limb 
or life due to vaccine virus, and there is 
no blood or inherited condition that would 
make vaccination dangerous, except 
some few active diseases, 

“Third, That the efficacy of vaccina- 
tion is unquestionably indorsed by al] 
—T associations and societies of the 
world. 


“Fourth, That this society earnestly re- 
quests all eaitizens of Macon and Bibb 


}county, who have not been successfully 
' vaccinated within one year, 


to bh vac- 
cinated aga.'n.”’ 

This action on the 
medicos is the result of the increase of 
smallpox owing to the annexation of the 
new territory and the indifference of 
many persons as to the necessity of tak- 


ing every precaution. 


NO FIRE NEAR RECORDS. 


In Future All Smokers Must Leave 
Cigars Behind Upon Entering 
the Record Rooms. 

Targe colored signs were hung ifn the 
record rooms of the clerk of the supertor 
court and the ordinary yesterday. At 
first the big placards suggested the pres- 
ence of some dreadful disease, but 
closer inspection proved that they con- 
tained nothing more deadly in the way of 
a message than the pfrohibition of smok- 

ing. 

These notices were posted at the insti- 
gation of the county commissioners: It 
will be remembered that the grand jury 
in its presentments. cited the HNabilty 
of the loss of the records by fire, and 
it was for this reason that these extra 
precautions were taken. 

As a result, all smokers from now on 
in crossing the thresholds must leave cig- 
ars or cigarettes behind, and both door- 
ways proved veritable “‘bridges of sighs’’ 
in consequence.

An extraor- 
dinarily energetic resistance was offered 
to ithe attack, the Germans losing four 
killed and thirteen wounded, while seven 
were reported missing. The company is 
now surrounded by the enemy, but four 
hundred Germans with artillery are going 
to their aid. The forces which reached 
Windhoek from Swakopmund February 4, 
and which were intended for the relief of 
the Fobadis was immediately sent back 
to the relief of the Omaruru company. 

The situation of the whole north colony 
is declared to be grave. The death list 
has risen to 9! and the missing number 
more than 200. 

An official telegram from Swakopmund 
received later states that it was Franckes’ 
company which entered Omaruru and is 
now surrounded there. The German losses, 
according to this dispatch, are 6 dead, II 
wounded and 7 missing. The force from 
the German gunbo&it Hadbicht and Lieu- 
tenant Winklers’ ‘corps are marching in 
on Omaruru. 


NEW FRANCO-AMERICAN TARIFF 


United States Embassy Urges French 
Government To Act. 


Paris, February 6.—An official of the. 
United States embassy called at8the for- 
eign office today to urge an early reply 
to the American note concerning a re- 
vision of the Franco-American reciprocity 
arrangements, 

The negotiations have now assumed the 
following exact. form: France expresses 
her willingness to restore the minimum 
tariff on American meat and also grant 
the minimum tariff on Porto Rico coffee 
if the United States will give 20 per cent 
reduction in the rate on champagne un- 
der the reciprocity clause of the Dingley 
act. 

The American answer, given sixty days 
ago, expresses willingness to take up the 
foregoing if, besides the reduction on 
meat and coffee, France will reduce the 
duties on other articles sufficiently to 
counterbalance the concessions on cham- 
pagne. The answer to this note is now 
awaited.

Washington Governments Pa- 
lience Exhausted by Condi- 
lions in San Domingo 


PEOPLE OF ISLAND 
ARE HELD RESPONSIBLE 


Before American Warships Leave 
Dominicans Will Realize What 
It Means To Wantonly 
Murder Americans. 
Story Confirmed. 


Washington, 
particulars about assassination of Jonn- 
son,’’ is the substance of a cablegram 
which Secretary Moody today dispatched 
to Commander Lewis C. Heilner, com- 
manding the gunboat Yankee at Sagto 
Domingo City. When tthe details of the 
assassination have arrived the secretary 
will then be in a pwsition to give specific 
instructions as to the course to be fol- 
lowed. 

Deliberation, it can be stated, will be 
observed in the handling of the Domini- 
can situation. If the press dispatches 
are confirmed, it can be stated that the 
nava| commanders will be instructed’ to 
demand and to obtain the fullest repara- 
tion. Nor will they stop at this. Before 
the American warships leave Dominican 
waters the inhabitants will be made to 
know that the Washington government's 
patience has been exhausted and that 
the menacing of American life and prop- 
erty must cease or the ptople of the 
fsland must stand the consequences. 

Mr. Powell, the American minister at 
San Domingo, has cabled the state depart- 
ment, under date of February !, confirm- 
ing the press dispatches regarding the as- 
sassination of J. G. Johnson, an engineer 
on the gunboat Yankee. The cruiser Co- 
lombia has left San Domingo for Gunta- 
mano. The Hartword hag left Puerto 
Plata for the Same place. It is probable 
that both vessels will return to Domini- 
can waters. 

While no definite instructions have been 
cabled Minister Powell, it is stated that 
the American commanders will make ev- 
ery effort to apprehend the parties re- 
sponsible for the assassination and if cap- 
tured they wWill be forthwith disposed of 
as bandits. The navy department also 
has received a cablegram confirming the 
news. 

American Estate Besieged. 

Simultaneous at the state department 
and the navy department today the an- 
nouncement was made that a_ serious 
state of affairs was prevalent in San 
Domingo. Complaint has been made to 
the state department by the owners of 
the San Isidro plantation that their prop- 
erty has been besieged and an appeal is 
made for immediate relief. Other Amer- 
icans having interests in. San Domingo 
have made similar complaints. Mr: 
Moody, secretary of the navy, and Mr 
Ioomis, acting secretary of state, had 
long conferences with the president today 
on the subejct. 

It is apparent that the long pending 
Dominican problem is reaching a crisis 
that will demand immediate attention. 

The German government has nearly 
reached the limit of its patience in dealing 
with San Domingo and the London and 
Paris governments show @n equaj im- 
patience with affairs there. Al] these 
governments have bided their time in the 
hope that the Washington govermment 
would meet the situation. Upon his re- 
turn to the navy department from the 
white house, Secretary Moody held a 
conference with Rear Admiral Taylor, 
chief of the bureau of navigation, and a 
cable message was dispatched to Rear 
Admiral Wise, commanding the training 
squadron, now at Guantanamo, instruct- 
ing Admiral Wise to vake immediate and 
effective steps for the adequate pro- 
tection of American life and property 
in the Dominican republic, limiting, of 
couse, hig action at all times to the 
recognized tenets of international law. 

Wise To Go to San Domingo. 

Tpon the receipt of this dispatch, Rear 
Admiral Wise is expected to proceed at 
once in his flagship, the Minneapolis, to 
Dominican waters and to make a personal 
investigation. The Colombia already has 
been ordered to return to San Domingo 
from Guantanamo, where she went for 
coal, and the Hartford will be ordered 
back from Guantanamo, 

The San Isidro plantation {s owned by 
the Bartram brothers, of New York. It 
is managed by an American of the name 
of Bass. The plantation is situated on 
fae Ohama river, about 1! miles inland. 
Only steam tugs can navigate the river 
and it is expected that Rear Admiral 
Wise, on his arrival, will dispatch one or 
more tugs with marines to guard the 
plantation. 

Admiral Wise is not instructed regard- 
ing the killing of Machinist Johnson, 
pending the receipt of full particulars tel- 
egraphed for today by Secretary Moody. 

General Sanchez, Dominican minister, 
called at the state department during the 
day and left a note expressing regret for 
the killing of Johnson, the machinist, on 
the Yankee. The minister har not heard 
grom his department, but presented the 
note on his own responsibility. He prom- 
ised that steps would be taken to pun- 
ish the guilty persons. 

General Sanchez was informed of the 
firm policy adopte@ by the Washington 
government. He is cabling his govern- 
ment tonight regarding the feeling in 
official circles.

Sand is just at present one of the great- 
ast essentials in running ‘trains on time, 
according to railroad men who expressed 
themselves on the swhject yesterday. Dur- 
ing wet, sloppy weather like this it re- 
quires not only the best generalship on 
the part of an engineer to make his 
echedule, mut it requires sand in large 
quantities. This sand is carried in the 
box that sits just back of the bell, on 
top of the boiler, and it has to be one of 
@ superior quality to prevent its clogging 
in the pipes and becoming useless, On 
wet days it is impossible, practically, for 
an engine to start its coaches ming 
without the use of sand on tke tracks, 
and everyone has noticed at the union 
depot the rapid revolutions of the wheels 
when steam is first turned into the cyl- 
finders. Then comes a series of puffs 
from the smokestack, the drivers fly 
@round on the rails and there is scarcely 
any perceptible motion of the coaches. A 
lever is pulled and a stream of yellow 
Band is soon striking the rails just in 
front of the first p&ir of drivers. In an- 
other moment the steel rims of the wheels 
take firm hold of the track and then the 
train begins to gather its speed. On all 
steep grades where the momentum is not 
sufficient to carry the train sand is called 
upon to assist. Should the supply run 
short on a trip it is quite possible that 
passengers or freights would.be compell- 
ed to wait until more could be sent, and 
there is no part of the engine's equip- 
ment more carefully looked after in the 
ruund*house.

ETTING letters from home is a 
great pleasure except ‘when 
you’re in China or the Philip- 
pines, then its sure misery with overy 
line you read rubbing it in for further 
orders.” 

This from W. L. Smith, an Atlanta 
boy, who marched from Taku to Tien- 
tsin and Pekin during the boxer troubles 
4s a member of the First regiment, 
United States marines. » 

“Oh, but those were terrible times and 
every now and then there would come a 
day in the army when every man in it 
would be happy beyond the telling or 
lonesome in a way that cannot be de- 
scribed. That would be the day the mall 
came and it would all end up by every 
mother’s son of ug being 8% homesick 
that if any of the soldiers of the ailled 
troops came into our camp and tried ta 
S2y anything pleasant, you could sure 
smell trouble before a word Was spoken. 
If he wore the Russtan uniform, we lick- 
ed him for the skulking dog of war he 
was, and if he happened to be a Jap and 
our friend for the same reason we would 
make signs begging him to go away and 
leave us to our sorrow. Of course, the 
English ‘Tommies’ didn’t bother us. You 
gee, they understood. When the same 
thing used to happen on their side of the 
fence we would keep as shy of them as 
@ bartender at a Sunday school picnic. 

“This sort of thing would happen every 
time the letters and newspapers arrived 
end for the diay afterwards we would be 
quarantined from friendly or humorous 
advancea, same as if we had the smallpox 
or leprosy. What's more, an Atlanta 
@™man used to have charge of the mail. 
Mr. Robinson—Henry M. Robinson his 
mame was. You bet you can’t lose Atlanta 
anywhere, and she was sure among those 
Present on the march to Tientsin with 
Mr. Robinson and Captain Davis playing 
In the leading roJes and your’s truly in 
the chorus where my rifle kept speaking 
his little piece every time the curtain 
went up and the opportunity Offered. 

“Captain Davis, of Atlanta, was there 
end a braver man never led his men 
than he did at Tientsin. Yes, I know he 
fell, but it cost the Chinese something, 
as I very well happen to know. When 
he was shot his men were crazy mad, 
One crazy mad man {ts a terrible thing. 
Wihen you see a company of them it’s 
an awful good time to get a line on the 
nearest exits, because there’s going to 
be fire and murder following in their 
wake. ‘ 

“But I etarted to tell yom something 
about mail day. We uSed to get the 
papers and I had The Weekly Constitu- 
tion sent to me, which used to be for- 
warded from my Iest acéress in the Phil- 
ippines. You see, I used to work for 
The Constitution when I was a boy and 
I've always had it sent to md while I 
was in the army. It used to help mo 
to remember I was an Atlantan, even if 
there was a Chinese pagoda over yonder 
and the scenery was some considerable 
differcnt from the city -hat swings round 
Silverman’s corner for an axis. 

“Well, anyhow, when we used to get 
the mail, those of us who got something 
would be about as joyous as the rest of 
"em would be sorrowful Then after a 
while we would all get through reading 
tle home news and then—say, if the 
Chenos had known it, they could have 
wiped the Americans off of, the face of 
the map ebout that time with a corporal’s 
guard. 

“(Zod in heaven only knows how we 
euffered then. It’s mighty comforting 
to hear that some of the folks were 
sick but were expected to get better. 
Right then and there you began promis- 
ing to send home money for a tomb- 
stone with next pay day. Or perhaps 
eister would remark something about 
your remembering Gwendolin or Mary 
or Violet who used to seem to think a 
whole lot of you, well they would write 
something pleasant about the particular 
one you liked best going with your old 
friend Jimmy all the time. Right then, 
you would know that she was the only 
girl you ever really cared for. And

thinking of some of the Chinese damsels 
in g¢ilk trousers you had been secing 
lately, you would know how far away 
from Gwendolin or Mary or Violet you 
really were—thougands of} mifes ano 
thousands of years—and when you look- 
ed at the postmark on the letter, you 
wondered whether it was a gir! and they 
calle@ it Gwendolin or a boy, and they 
called him Jimmy after his father. 

“We had a good deal more than our 
share of suffering on that trip. I’ve been 
thirstier than a poisoned pup running for 
water. I’ve been hungrier than a nigger 
who's been swamp-hiding for more than 
a week. I've been lonesomer than a 
Georgia republican ‘in respectable coOm- 
pany, and I’ve been sicker than a mean 
man who's sent for a preacher. 

“But you can sure put me down in 
writing as saying that Chinese home- 
sickness combines all of the worst ele- 
ments of euch and every one vf ’em, and 
moreover, you know they ain't any hke- 
lihood of death coming along in a char- 
itable way, for the relief of your feel- 
ings. Talk about the blues. When you 
see a whole army swept by the epidemic, 
the sunshine would get blacker than 
the ace of spades and there simply ain’t 
words in the English language to descTibe 
the blackness of the Chinese shadows 
that used to make the noon hour 100k 
Hke midnight in a storm at sea. Even 
swearing in Russia can’t picture it, and 
when a Cossack eWears it sounds s0 
damned wicked you begin to get nervous 
and afraid of lightning. It sure makes 
American cussing sound like far-away 
church bells pealing in the evening twi- 
light. 

‘You read lots in books about the 
pleasure Of getting letters from home, 
Those damn fool writers ought to go 
over to China and get a few. They'd 
learn that there ain’t anything here or 
hereafter, lots of little devils or one big 
one, Confucian or Presbyterian form of 
punishment that can touch getting let- 
ters from home. 

“And when night came after mail day, 
the sentinel used to walk on tiptoe and 
they'd challenge in a whisper for fedr of 
disturbin’ some homesick soldier who 
was lying awake hating himself for the 
Chinese-American he was instead of hat- 
ing the enemy as he should. And the 
officers used to be worst of all because, 
they got more letters. I've seen ‘em 
look so perfectly miserable I'd pity 
‘em on account of their shoulder straps 
and the bluff they was trying to make 
and couldn’t. 

‘Well, «I used to be mighty popular 
those: days.. Fellows that would come 
and borrow my Constitution One week 
would naturally expect me to go and 
lend it to them the next. There’s lots 
of kinds of lazy folks, but the one who 
borrows books or papers is in a class all 
alone. They don’t only fail to return 
your paper, but they get too tired to 
come after it, and if you don’t take it to 
‘em every time, or ever miss a week, 
they start in saying things about you 
and you know how a lazy man can 
talk. Looks like all the rest he gives 
his working parts only provides for ex- 
tra facial activity with that kind of 
folks. 

“What wo all used to like the best was 
Frank Stanton’s poems. Say, they were 
great. And there was one man in our 
company who came from Charleston who 
used to’ learn ’em by heart and he could 
sure sling the feeling into those lines 
for further orders. I've seen him stand 
up in front of a camp fire and recite 
some of those Stanton verses until the 
taps sounded by the Russian drums or 
eome Japanese bugle cal] in the adjoining 
camps would sOund like tfains roliing 
into the Atlanta car shed or Chief Joy- 
ner come tearing up the street driving 
to a fire on one wheel, scaring troliey 
cars inte balking and horses into climb- 
‘ng telegraph poles for safety. Those 
poems used to cut down the thousands 
of miles of separation until it seemed ta 
me Our camp wags right at the viaduct 
with Whitehall street running to Tien- 
tsin one way and Peachtree running 
back to Taku harbor, where we had 
come from. Funny, but I used to no- 
tice lots of things about Atlanta from 
a Chinese point of view that I had never 
noticed while I lived here. 

“What's more, there is only one sure 
cure for the kind of homesickness I 
Buffered from, and I reckon it’s the 
Same way with all Atlantans. 

“That cure is Atlanta.” 


NEGRO’S INABILITY TO RULE

The recent celebration of the one hun- 
Gredth anniversary of the setting up of 
@ negro gOvernment over the island of 
Haiti after the most sanguinary and 
horrible revolution recorded in human 
history, brings from a writer in The 
Philadelphia Ledger the following story 
of the négro’s failure when left to his 
own devices; Toussaint L’Ouverture was 
not its hero; the name of that man is but 
faintly remembered in the islands. The 
monster Dessalines is the national hero- 
a brute—savage, bloodthirsty, perfid- 
fous, whose mildest crimes were inhuman 
in their hideous cruelty. On the Ist of 
January, 1804, he proclaimed the inde- 
pendence of the black republic, follow- 
ing the proclamation with a slaughter 
of all the French, male and female, 
young and old, still alive in the God- 
deserted land. 

So, on the Ist of January, 1904, the 
last ruler of the Haitian blacks, griz- 
sled old Nord Alexis, who now calls 
himself Alexis du Nord, president of the 
republic, mounted the platform in the 
eenter of the Place Nationale at Port 
au Prince, and made a discourse to a 
rabble of soldiery and barefooted citl- 
getris, recounting the glories of the first 
century of black rule in the fair island 
of Hispaniola. 

This island was the site of the first 
colony planted upon American soil. 
Columbus made it his chief seat in the 
new world, bullt in it a city, named 
after his father, whose castles of stone 
had grown dark with age before a cabin 
had been reared on Manhattan, before 
Piymouth or Jamestown was named the 
@ust of the discoverer rests today in the 
island. 

Then came the revolution and the sur- 
render of the island to the negroes. From 


that day to this Santo Domingo has been 
the scene of a progressive degeneration 
which has at last become utter. Upon it 
revolution has followed revolution, gen- 
eration after generation has been butch- 
ered by civil war. Someiimes the island 
has been a republic, sometimes two goy- 
ernments have existed, sometfmes three 
and four; now the east and west were sep- 
arated; now the north and south. It 
has had presidents, dictators, kings and 
emperors, and all were petty despots, 
ruling over disorderly and chaotic popu- 
lations. The cities have been burned and 
left in ruina The land has been sur- 
rendered again to the jungle, while in 
isolation from the civilized world, the 
State of society has reverted far toward 
the type of African slavery from which 
its people sprang. 

The island of Santo Domingo, or Haitl, 
is @ne of the most richly endowed re- 
gions of the earth; a land in which (it 
is a sober statement) probably more 
elements of wealth are accumulated than 
any other spot on the terrestrial globe; 
which for three centuries was the proud- 
est possession and the heaviest con- 
tributor to the treasuries, national and 
private, of Spain and France, and which 
today teems with a wanton profusion 
of riches, a.wasting opulence, a riot 
of unenjoyed wealth, which, -when it is 
recalled to men’s recollection, will make 
Santo Domingo again the scene of civi- 
lized activity and the source of vast and 
innumerable fortunes. 

And what of the people who inhabit 
this paradise? And apart of its native 
beauty, what sort of a land have they 
made of it? 

They form, probably, the most de- 
graded population that anywhere on 
earth pretends to nationality or civili-

negroem On the Santo Domingo side 
mulattos predominate; in the west 
there are only blacks, with true African 
features, long armed and large boned. 
The mass of them—fully a million—live 
in huts along the hills © They subsist 
on bananas, beans, rice and salt fish 
and rum. The national dwelling is a 
cabin of one or two rooms, built of sticks 
smeared with mud 4nd 
palm branches In each resides the 
head of a family, with as many wives as 
he has been able to persuade to live in 
his hut and work for his support. The 
women outnumber the men, two to one. 
Polygamy, or, more correctly, plural co- 
habitation, is universal. Marriage is 
known only in the more polite circles in 
the cities. 


Land in Utter Ruin. 

With the exception of a few ancient 
stone buildings still standing in the city 
of San Domingo, the land Hes in utter 
ruin. Bverywhere may be seen remnants 
of stone and brick roads, ruins of stone 
bridges, acqueducts, cisterns, fountains 
and’ great buildings of former days. The 
jungle covers them now. The harbors 
are filling up, the walls are falling down, 
degeneration is everywhere. The rich 
plains once covered with cane, with to- 
bacco, dotted with droves of cattle feed- 
ing on rich savannahs, are hid beneath 
a scrub of prickly acacia. Mile after 
mile you push across vast eStates of 
another regime through chaparral and 
forest, over broken stones and graves. 
There are millions of graves in Haiti, 
each marked with its little mound of 
stones. 

The characteristic of the cities is filth. 
Port au Prince and Santo Domingo ere 
spots of festering corruption and reeking 
putrescense. They are sore with filth— 
ulcers of uncleanliness. The markets are 
beyond description. Thousands of negroes 
sit with their stock around them on such 
spots as they can find amid the waste 
and accumulated offal of years. The-hu- 
man spectacie is the extreme degrada- 
tion. Surely nothing that calls itself civili- 
gation has ever ebbed so low before. In 
scene after scene in which the figures 
are those of the creature called man the 
human element is most lacking. In the 
streets and in the market, logking on 
these exhibitions of degeneratiOn one feels 
his own nature suddenly inglorious and 
brutal, the human destiny grows con- 
temptible, the stars are biotted oul, a man 
feéls far from God. 

Nominally Roman Catholic, the Chris- 
tianity of Haiti, is grotesque with the 
darkest superstitions of Africa. 

It is this feature that contributes the 
element of horror to any picture of the 
island life. Poverty, Utlth, abandoned 
habits, ignorance, absurd and inefficient 
government—these are things with which, 
if in less degree, we are not unfamfiiar. 
But nowhere else, Outside the forests of 
Africa—nowhere else, certainly in the 
western hemisphere—do frenzied savages 
dance by night in weird ceremonial, and 
by hideous and abominable rites.do honor 
to enthroned serpents. Nowhere eise in 
the American world has it ever been sus- 
pected or alleged that children are siain 
in bloody sacrefce to the devil, and is hu- 
man fiesh distributed among worshipers 
in diabolical feasts. 

Haiti and San Domingo are supposed 
to be republics, Dut always have been in 
fact military despotisms. Bilectlons are 
legendary. Liberty isa fiction. The pre- 
tense of self-government is a farce. Pres- 
idents have always obtained office by 
force of arms and ruled by terrorism. The 
ordinary institutions of government @re 
largely mythical, except the army—the 
army is a fact. 

It is in this land then that the experi-

Remarkable Is Caspian Sea. 


(From The London Telegraph.) 

One of the most remarkable physical 
features of the globe is the deep and 
wide depression in the hollow of which 
stands the Caspian sea, and near to it 
the Sea of Aral. The Caspian is nearly 
as large as France, and its surface is 84 
feet below the level of the Black sea. 
The sea of Aral is nearly as large as 
Ireland and is very little over the sea 
level. Within recent geological times 
the vast expdnse in which these lakes 
are found was sea; its floor hag been 
gradually raised and the waters filling 
the depressions are all that is left of an 
ancient Mediterranean. A strange feature 
of both bodies of water is that, although 
they receive large rivers, especially the 


ad 


assistant general manager and 
Theodore P. Cook, of Chicago, gen- 
superintendent of the Southern 
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Caspian, into the Volga, ahe Ural river, 
and scores of streams from the Caucasus 
flow, both have for many years been get- 
ting shallower; evaporation, for they 
have no outlet, exceeded the inflow. But 
for some climatic reason, probably, Lake 
Aral and its neighbor, Lake Balkhash, 
have since 1891 begun increasing in depth, 
Nature reports that M. Berg visited Laké 
Balkhash last summer ond found that 
the level was rising with comparative 
rapidity. Whereas the Caspian, like the 
Dead sea, is very salt, owing to the rate 
of evaporation, Aral and Balkhash are 
brackish only. These remnants of what 
was once a great sea opening into the 
ocean, @s the Mediterranean does now, 
still contain marine fish and seals. Some 
of the latter survive in the Aral and 
Baikal lakes. having gradually become 
fitted for their habitat, though it {fs no 
longer salt, but merely brackish, and in 
the case of Baika) actually fresh water. 


CHINESE IDEA OF ANATOMY.

They have an 
idea of the continuous motion of the 
blood, but it seéms te be the product of 
an imagination more rfotously Oriental - 
than even that which created the other 
items of their physiologic knowledge, 
They do. not know the pulmonary cirecu- 
lation; they, naturally, know nothing of 
the valves in the veins; they do not even 
appear to Rave quite grasped the moto 
function of the heart itself: but the 
nevertheless profess to differentiate no 
less than seventy-four varieties of pulse— 
eimultaneously recégnistete on the per- 
son of a single individual? In its ultt- 
mate structure the body its composed of 
five elements—fire, water, ¢arth, wood 
and metal. Each of these elements is in 
a harmonious rapport with the corre- 
sponding members of the series of five 
planets, five metals, five solid viscera, 
five colors and five tastes.

i Change in Condition of 
Republican Leader, 


Dr. Rixey, However, Continues To 
View the Outcome with Confi- 
dence—Impossible To Tell 
When Crisis Will 
Arrive. 


Washington, February 6.—Senator Han- 
ma is in an extremely weak condition 
today, but theeattending physician, Dr. 
Rixey, continues to view the outcome 
with confidence. He had a comfortable 
night, but the fever gained a _ little 
ground and was higher this morning. 
There was no consultation, but Dr. Rix: 
ey made his regular call early today. At 
12 o'clock the folowing bulletin was is- 
sued: 

“Senator Hanna rested well. 
ture 101; pulse 52.” 

This brief announcement was all! that 
Was given out. A rise of one dezre> from 
twenty hours ago was ¢hown in the 
temperature, but there was a decrease 
Of 12-5 degrees from the temperature 
as shown at 8 o'clock last night. lt was 
said there was nothing unusual in these 
fluctuations, as the temperature ;n such 
cases generally varies one or two de- 
grees in the morning, as compared with 
the previous night, and the higher tem- 
perature for the twenty-four hours ts 
not viewed with alarm. 

When the crucia! point will be passed 
is probematical, as it .s not known posi- 
tively where or when the typhoid was 
acquired. Senator Hanna was first taken 
40 three weeks ago today, and the phy- 
®icians figure that if he has had the fever 
ever since then the crucial point should 
be reached tomorrow. This, however, 
is only guesswork, in view of the uncer- 
tainty of the actual or‘gin of the disease. 
The senator’s stomach is in better con- 
dition today, and he is taking nourish- 
ment much more satisfactorily than here 
tofore. 

Many inqviries are being received re- 
Barding the  senator’s condition, and 
many cailers are sending cards of sym- 
Pathy. Senator Beveridge was among 
the early callers this morning. 

The following bulletin regarding Sen- 
ator Hanna’s condition was issued after 
Dr. Rixey’s call tonight:

Arrest on Wall Street Creates 
Livsly Scene, 


Federal Prison Employee Tries To 
Effect the Arrest of His Wife 
on a Government Charge, 
and finds Himself 
in the Toils. 


J. G. Milie® superintendent of con- 
struction of the work now in progress at 
the federal prison, was arrested last 
night by Policeman Martin on the charge 
of beating his wife. 

The arrest, was made on Wall street, 
near the Kimball house, where a scene 
had been created by Miter and his wife. 
Miller made an effort to have his wife 
arrested ‘on what he ‘ealled a govern- 
ment charge, and it was ‘then that Mrs. 
Miller told the officer that Miller had 
beaten and abused her about a week 
ago.

Miller is in the employ of the United 
States government as superintendent of 
construction, and he and his wife came 
to Atlanta last June from Kansas: City, 
where he had been engaged on some 
work. The couple have been boarding 
at the home of D. J. Foles, corner of 
Forsyth and Brotherton streets, and it 
is there that the alleged beating is said 
to have occurred. 

Last night Miller and his wife were 
together on Wall street, near the steps 
of the Whitehall street viaduct, and a 
controversy of.some kind, it seems, arose 
between them. Miller is said to have 
caught his wife and tried to hold her, 
all of which created excitement and 
caused a number of people to gather 
about the scene. 

Policeman Martin noticed the crowd 
and approached the place to ascertain 
the cause of the excitement. Miller told 
the officer to arrest his wife, stating 
that she had committed a government 
offense. The officer says he inquired the 
nature of the charge, but that Miller 
would give no information further than 
that it involved a government offense. 
Martin then refused to make the arrest. 
On statements of Mrs. Miller, the hus- 
band was then taken tnto custody and 
sent to the police station. Miller em- 
ployed a special guard and remained last 
night in his custody at the station. 

The information furnished the police 
regarding the alleged beating of Mrs. 
Miller is in effect that Miller choked his 
wife and endeavored to strike her with 
a piece of-iron. Miller denies that he 
beat his wife or mistreated her in any

Governor of Tennessee Directed 
To Appear in Ducktown Case 


Case Which Involves Questions 
Never Before Passed Upon by 
the U. S. Supreme Court 
Is Set for Hearing 
on April 18. 


Service has been perfected in the suit 
of the state of Georgia against the 
state of Tennessee. 

Governor Frazier, of Tennessee, was 
served in the name of hig state On yes- 
terday, the subpena handed him by Unit- 
ed States Marshal John Overall directing 
him to appear before the United States 
supreme court to answer the sult of the 
state of Georgia.

IS CANCELED. 


County Commissioners Refuse To 
Accept Increased Rate Offered 
on Tower. 

Sheriff John W. Nelms, of Fulton coun- 
ty, when asked regarding the action of 
the county commissioners in canceling

of $1,050 to taxpayers.

Muéh Fertilizers Sold. 


The report of the agricuitural depart- 
ment for January of last year shows 
that it sold to the farmers of Alabamz2 
76.615 tone of fertilizer, whilst for Jan- 
uary of this year there was sold 110,329 
tons, showing an increa&e over last year 
for the month of January alone of over 
33.000 tons. The department estimates 
that there will be 300,000 tons sold this 
year, as against 200,000 sold last year. 

Planters Are Prosperous. 

The planters are in better financial con- 
dition for making the coming crop than 
they were at the beginning of last year, 
and have bought better stock than here- 
tofore and paid cash for it. They have 
replenished old and out of date farm im- 
plements with new 4nd up to date plows, 
wagons and harness} The most puzzling 
question now is the scarcity of labor in 
some sections of the state. Many negroes 
especially in the rich cotton belt, who 
made Money last year, are not willing to 
sign contracts for this year on the Same 
terms as last year, preferring to be his 
‘own boss’ and pay money rent for the 
land and furnish himself. 

With labor sufficient and favorable sea- 
sons, Alabama will this year break all 
records heretofore in the number of bales 
produced. 

Highest Price for Bale. 

West Point, Ga., February 6.—(Special.) 
The largest cash consideration paid in 
West Point for a single bale Of cofton 
since the close of the civil war was paki 
to Lucius B. Lovelace, a prominent 
planter of Troup county, by J. J. Hage- 
dorn & Co., large merchants and cotton 
buyers, of this place. The bale of cotton 
weighed 750 pounds and brought the 
fancy price of 16 I-4 cents per pound. 
The unusually high price of the fleecy 
staple has greatly benefitted the planters 
in this section, which in turn has been 
of great benefit to all business houses in 
the place.

IROQUOIS FIRE 


HEROINE 


WON'T FIND HER MOTHER 


By Edward F. Younger. 


Chicago, February 6.—(Special Corre- 
gepondence.)—There will be Gischarged | 
from the Samaritan hospital this week 
Carrie Anderson, aged 14 years, the 
heroine of the Iroquois fire. This fraif 
child, by her presence of mind, pulled up 
@ ladder thrown from an adjoining build- 
ing, thereby forming the lofty bridge 
over which more than fifty persons es- 
caped from the cauldron @f death. Al- 
though she was fearfully burned in the 
face and Ieft side, with one: foot twisted 
@nd caught in tthe grating of the fire 
escape, she had presence of mind enough 
to catch the ladder and slide it into place. 
This done, the panic-stricken crowd 
rushed over, unmindful of the moaning 
and imprisoned child who had made 
escape for them possible. One of the 
men who had thrown her the ladder 
clambered along and loosened her foot. 
She was carried into a near-by’ drug 
store and afterwards found herself in the 
Samaritan hospital. Her identity would 
mever have been known except for the 
fact that one of the medical students in 
the adjoining building saw the act arid 
managed to catch her first name before 
phe lost consciousness, After the city 
galmed down, inquiry was made for the 
ehild and she was finally located. 


Will Not Find Her Mother. 

‘A greater grief than the terrible burns 
on her face and body awaits poor little 
Carrie when she quits the friendly hos- 
pital and goes back into the world. Dur- 
ing her convalescence she has frequently 
asked for her mother, but her mother 
was one of the unfortunates caught in 
the crush at the gallery entrance and 
trampled to death. This news has been 
kept from the child, but this week she 
gnust leafn the truth. Meanwhile her sis- 
ber, Ida, her sole surviving relative left 
én the world, has lost her position. She 
is Only 17 years of age, and these two, 
doubly bereaved, must face the world 
alone, with no employment and hospital 
and burial debts hanging over them. 

Now that the identity of the child has 
become known, it is felt certain some 
one will provide for her. It has been 
puggested that a suvstription hée started, 
but a more likely plan will be her adon- 
tion by some. well-to-do persons, whose 
child or children perished in the theater 
horror. Of the fifty or more people who 

~ owe their lives to’ the heroism of the lit- 
tle girl, none has yet come .forward to 
thank her .or offer anything more sub- 
stantial, despite the fact that she is in 
pore need of material assistance. 
Remarkable Act of Heroism. 

One may scan in vain the pages of 
history of all ages to find a more heroic 
act than that performed by this child of 
14 years. Stooping on the fire escape, 
‘close under the eaves of the high theater 
bullding, her foot caught in such a man- 
ner that she could not extricate it, the 
deadly fumes and scorching flames sap- 

‘ping her breath and eating away her 
tender -flesh, sMfe had presence of mind 
enough to reacl, far out and grasp the 
ladder swung from the adjoining build- 
ing. Let it be understood ttt beside 
her lay two persons, one dead, the other 
unconscious; behind her in the narrow 
slit leading to the fire escape men, Wwo- 
men and children were fighting, scream- 
ing, dying. In reaching for the ladder 
ghe broke her ankle, but she did not

I do not 
know how I caught it, for everything 
hurt §So0.’’ She fainted as goon as she 
had placed the ladder in posiftion, and the 
hurrying people paid no attention to the 
frail body lying on the escape, 56 feet 
up in the air. 


Knows Mother Was Hurt. 

“How glad I will be to walk again,” 
she said to the nurses yesterday, ‘‘Soon 
I'll be able to go home to mamma.”’ Then 
the nurses looked out of the window ‘and 
the surgeon soothed the child and told 
her not to exhaust herself by talking too 
much. “I know:-mamma was hurt,” she 
continued, ‘‘because she has not been 
here to see me. When I got to the fire 
escape from the top balcony that terri- 
ble afternoon, I had hold of mamma, 


‘but some way I lost her hand and saw 


her’ sort of fall back into the smoke. 
Poor mamma, I hope her burng-did not 
hurt like mine did.’’ 

So far no one, not even her sister, has 
had the courage to tell her that her 
mother never emerged from the smoke. 
When she lost her child’s hand and fell 
back into the pit of death, she was 
trampled under foot in a second. The 
rescuers afterwards found the poor, man- 
gled form, tattered, trampled, buffeted 
about, a sorry bit of human clay bearing 
to the benevolent, 
pleasant-faced lady who had taken little 
Carrie to the theater that afternoon ag 
a rare treat for the child. 


Iowa Produces Champion Hen. 
The sovereign state of Iowa has at last 
brought forth something else than 
‘‘jdeas,”’ This time it is a hen, a 
stately lady chicxen, declared by learned 
experts to be the champion hen of the 
universe. The Hon. I. K. Felch, of Bos- 
ton, was one of the judges who passed 
upon the merits of this celebrated White 
Wyandotte, -owned and bred by J. E. 
Olmsted, of Webster City, Ia. At the 
recent poultry exhibit there, this hen 
seored 97 points. This includes weight, 
color, general appearance, graceful 
lines, disposition and last, but not least, 
her ability to produce eggs when that 
luxury is hard to obtain at 40 cents a 
dozen. After the show the Boston judge 
purchased the prize hen for $55, and it 
is expected she will create much ado in 
the staid and sedate New England 
states. Her mate, hatched from the 
same ‘“‘setting’’ of eggs, scored 96% 
points, ind was also bought by an east- 
ern fancier. The number of eggs pro- 
duced by tgese chickens was not stated, 
it being shown that they were consistent. 
and steady producers, never going on 
strike or letting the weather or other 
conditions interfere with their duties, 
Trades Eggs for a Ton of Coal. 
Speaking of the price of eggs recalls 
fhe experierice of a "acon county (Ills.) 
farmer this week He was in much 
need of a ton of bituminous coal, and 
drove into the city of Bloomington to 
negotiate for the fuel. He had five 
dozen fresh eggs in his bob-sled, and had 
not-proceeded a block yntil a coal dealer 


gladly swapped a ton of coal for the 
five dozen eggs. This was at the rate 
of 40 cents a dozen for the eggs and $2 
for the ton of coal. This farmer, Who 
owns a small patch of ground, started 
in the poultry business last spring with 
100 hens. During the summer he sold 
$160 worth of eggs and $60 wortb of. 
chickens. His feed bill was less than 
$40, and his flock of chickens hag in- 
crease@ three fold during the season. 
With the constant demand from the 
great cities for eggs and chickens, this 
opens a fruitful field for the farmer of 
small means. During the holidays tur- 
keys sold as high as $4.65 for a single 
bird, and chickens brought as high as 
$2.25. With these figures staring him 
in the face, the man who can not rent 
a large farm and go to the expense of 
working it, might take a profitable hint 
as to the next best thing, {f, indeed, it is 
not a more profitable proposition than 
the big farm with its worries and the 
uncertainty of crops. 


Big Bank for Union Labor. 

Having more than $3,500,000 surplus, 
union labor in Chicago is planning the 
establishment of a union labor bank, 
with the union label over the door, every 
depositor in which shall present for m- 
spection to the teller a union card, and 
every check and draft issued by or on 
the institution to bear a fac simile of 
the union label. In short, it Is a propo- 
sition whereby trades unionism shall en- 
joy the fruits of its toil and not the 
capitalists who are in violent opposition 
to their methods. The project is meet- 
ing with universal favor among the work- 
ing classes interested, the promoters say 
there can be no such thing as failure, and 
the local institution once established, the 
local labor leaders say, it will be the 


ij initiative for the formation of similar in- 


stitutions in every city and larger coun- 
try towns in the United States. 

With the millions collected for de- 
fense funds by the unions, which are now 
on deposit with local banks, it is pro- 
posed to issue capital stock and with 
backing of coin of the realm, it is argued 
the ‘venture would be on a sound basis 
from the ‘start, and it is further argued 
the earnings on this capital stock would 
soon make the unions self-supporting. 
The idea was suggested at the annual 
meeting of the United Mine Workers in 
Indianapolis, and immediately on the re- 
turn of the local delegation a movement 
was started for the Chicago institution. 
It will be voted on at coming meetings 
of local unions. The glaring inconsistency 
of putting into the. hands of capitalists 
and opponents to the cause the funds 
upon which the very life of the organiza- 
tions depends will be the strong point of 
the arguments of the promoters. 

Similar Suggestions Heretofore. 

Suggestions to remove the _ defense 
funds from the control of avwwed enemies 
of union labor have been made before 
by local labor leaders, but in the past 
they have not been able to hit upon @ 
plan to safeguard the savings and at the 
same time to place the money where it 
may be obtained on short notice. In a 
number of instances local labor organt- 
gations own their own homes. Notable 
among the building trades is that of the 
bricklayers, whose structure is a five- 
story brick with stores, lodge rooms and 
halls. The printers now nave an option 
on a six-story, 50-foot front structure 
In the heart of the city and probably 
will cleuse the deal in a few days. The 
press feeders, who are now at war with 
the typotheta, are also planning a home 
of thélr own.

Now 
that the Caucasian with his gunboats has 
foolishly broken down the barriers of ex- 
clusion about the Chinese and has forced 
upon Asia the arts and sciences of west- 
ern civilization, he {fs beginning to find 
himself engaged in an industrial death 
grapple.” 


Fashion a Foe to the Cradle. 

In the subsequent lecture Professor 
Davenport took up the question of race 
suicide which is now challenging general 
attention throughout the United States. 


Speaking of the constantly lowering birth 
rate, he said: 

‘Many Americans will not have children 
if they are not financially able to support 
them in luxury. They have to follow 
every fashion and spend their money 
foolishly. Many men with salaries of 
$3,000 a year will not marry beceuse the 
women of today must have everything 
they want. If the present luxury of home 
life continues the United States will soon 
be swamped by the foreign element.” 

Speaking on this same topic this week, 
Mrs. Virginia Van Der Water, one of 
the brainiest women of the age, has this 
to say: 

“The American nation {s rapidly dwind- 
ling. Let us put the blame where it be- 
longs—pure selfishness—and women are 
more reprehensible than men. Grown to 
womanhood, they still insist upon being 
petted as babies. They are too selfish to 
take on the cares that belong to them by 
every right. If people will not have chil- 
dren, may God comfort them, for they 
will need it. If they are denied children, 
may He still comfort them, for they are 
denied the greatest boon of life.” 

Distress of Stranded Thespians. 

Chicago theaters are slowly recovering 
from the terrible blow administered by 
the Iroquois horror. Play houses are be- 
ing remodeled and some were reopening to 
limited business. The public is stfll badly 
scared and the patronage is small. It will 
take years to recover from the effects of 
the fire which entrapped and killed more 
than 600 persons. Meanwhile the army 
of stranded Thespians is in dire straits. 
Glittering diamonds, fur overcoats, gaudy 
raiment and all the other prerequisites 
peculiar to actors and actresses have gone 
to the pawn shops and the profession is

walking the streets, faring as best It 
may at the lunch counters and chanp 
boarding houses. It has been a pitiful de- 
cline. Driven from the hotels, the Thes- 
pians have drifted to lodging houses and 
from there to the saloons amd dance halls, 
any place where a meal and a few pen- 
nies might be gathered. Many fashionable 
residences and clubs have been opened 
to them, but hundreds are not povided 
for. The season is practically at an end 
and they are facing a year without en- 
gagements and no clothing, even were an 
engagement to offer itself. 

$350 for a Single Potato. 

Potato growers of Illinois are much in- 
terested in the recent sale in Smithfield, 
England, of 4 pounds of potatoes for 
$3,000, this being at the rate of $350 for 
a single tuber. To make if more plain, 
this is about three times the weight of the 
potato in gold. The extraordinary price is 
explained by the statement that the 
“Eldorado” variety, which commanded 
the large figure, hag withstood the disease 
which has heretofore proved so disas- 
trous to the crop in Ireland. As potatoes 
form the chief product of Ireland, it is 
imperative to find some variety which 
will grow and propagate its kind. Here- 
tofore the best varieties would die out 
within twelve years. Something in the soil 
destroyed the reproductive powers of the 
tuber and farmers were much perplexed 
until the ‘‘Eldorado” was discovered. It 
is claimed it fills the bill perfectly, and 
this being the case, there was a mad 
rush to secure the few bushels on sale. 
One’ specimen of this variety displayed 
at the Smithfield fair weighed 9 pounds, 
2 ounces and was perfect to the center. 
One firm sold to a German’ importing 
house 75 tons of ‘“‘Northern Stars,’’ an- 
other hardy variety, for $4,500 a ton. 
The question of potatoes that deteriorate

Ireland, notwithstanding the general

the face of the earth. They go to no 
church; they neither fear God nor re- 
gard man, They make no effort to bring 
into society the® only power that can 
cleanse and save.” 
Fear of Great Revolution. 

In line with this warning to the mem- 
bers of the “millionaires’” church, I 
have heard thoughtful men recently pro- 
phesying that the big cities of the United 
States were surely and rapidly drifting to 
a terrible revolution. Intense hatred 
fOr the rich classes is constantly growing, 
nutured and encouraged by bliatent agi- 
tators. It must be admitted that the 
hosts of the haters are fast increasing, 
while the ranks of the hated are diminish- 
ing at an equally rapid rate. When the 
tiu.e ccmes for the “lower classes” to 


xe 
vies and wipe out their wrongs, real or 


fancied, it makes no difference which, so 
long as they think they are wronged, they 
will make short work of the little coterie 
of rich, enervated, helpless people who 
have drifted along in the lap of luxury, 
taking no }t¢eed of the gathering storm.

Statue to Martyred President. 

Chicagoans are taking steps to demon- 
strate their affection for President Mc- 
Kinley, that the story of his tragic death 
at the hands of an assassin may ever be 
kept alive in the memory of posterity.

Already we are told that they are revising some of the theories that 


have been held so long that they flourish as facts. 


As one of the first re- 


sults of this revision, it is admitted that the moon has some atmosphere. 
Now “some” is indefinite, and we should not be surprised to hear that it 
means a good deal; but, much or little, it is quite a contession from the 
scRntific point of view—for when science once warms up to a theory it re- 
quires generations of investigation to set it right. 

The moon not only has “some” atmosphere, which is probably as much 
as it needs, but it varies in its orbit, and we are told that it was on account 
of just such variations as these that a new planet was once discovered. 
Such a statement as this can only be interpreted as a signal for the imagina- 
tion to begin its capers, and presently it will be found that the astronomers 
have more moon-theories than old Mrs. Bivins of Hog Mountain, only they 


will not be nearly so reasonable. -s 


But all young people, and a good many of the old ones, will be delighted 
to hear that some degree of justice is to be done to the moon which has for 
so many long years exercised a beneficent influence on lovers as well as 
those who have learned, after years of experimenting, just when and: how 
to plant a garden so that the vegetables will be nursed by our affable satel- 


lite. 


We are well aware that there are numbers of fairly well informed men 
who scorn the moon theories that are held with such tenacity by Mrs. Bivins 
and her disciples, just as they were held by her ancestors and their disciples. 
And it really seems queer that these theories, hoary with age afid venerable 
from long belief, should be called superstitions simply because Mrs. Bivins 


and her ancestors had no telescope with their other furniture. 


What ad- 


vantage has the telescope been to the scientists so far as the moon is con- 
cerned? It will be of some advantage now, if it should enable them to re- 
vise the theories long held, but now said to be groundless; but in all other 
respects the moon-theories of the multitude are as worthy of respect and 


belief as those of the scientists. 


In numerous instances, what are called the superstitions of one age be- 
come the scientific truths of the next; and what were once the truisms of 
science in its callow youth are now only “believed in by the ignorant. 
Therefore, when One of the modern scientists by brevet arises to declare 
that the moon has no influence over vegetation, and that the belief to that 
effect is nothing short of superstition, he should be asked to show his cre- 


dentials, 


If a mere theory amounts to a superstition, then the so-called 


sclence of the day has much to answer for. 

The scientists claim that they must have a.working basis, and so they 
put forward the most plausible theory they can.invent, and work from that; 
and after awhile, so absorbed do they become in their investigations, that 
they forget that the whole basis and foundation of their work rests on mere 
theory, and they make claims that they cannot guarantee, and thejr theories 


become almost sacred in their eyes. 


We are speaking, of course, of the scien- 


tists by brevet. The real scientists are very different in their methods. The 
further they go with their investigations the more they realize their insigni@- 
cance, and they kéep themselves covered all the time .with the mantle of 
modesty. They never forget that they have started with a theory, and they 
never forget that at every step in their investigations they will be con- 


fronted by the Unknowable. 


To this class belonged Darwin, and our own Joseph Leconte, and in fact, 
all the real scientists, and all that they have done or said in their’ various 
lines of thought and investigation is marked by a simplicity as charming as 
it is reverent: On the other hand, some very eminent men have started out 


with the theory that religion and science are naturally and 


inevitably at 


war with each other. ~ They have not succeeded in proving any such thing, 
but in the meanwhile they have succeeded in destroying the belief of many 
young men who have an idea that doubt in religious matters is a mark of 
intellectuality, and that to be entirely modern and up to date it is necessary 
to regard as solemn truths every theory that bears the mark of a name sup- 


posedly great. 


The intellect doesn’t have to go very far along the lines of scientific in- 


vestigation to run against an impassable barrier. 


The very highest intel- 


lect may run very gayly up to this point; it may proceed with joyous shouts 
at the discoveries to be made by the wayside, but suddenly and without 
warning, {t will come. plump against this barrier, and when it looks around 
at the familiar scenes, it will realize that, in fact, they have arrived at the 
point from’which they started. There is, indeed, a way to pass this barrier, 
but the enthusiastic intellect will have to retire for a much-needed rest, axe 
the/faith of a little child will have to accompany the mind beyoftd the limits 


of what is called the Unknowable.

pbuilding, to Governor Terrell, showing 
that of the fund needed already near- 
ly $9,000 has been subscribed; $20,000 
more is needed.

As has already been announced 


“Sutherland,” the colonial home of 


tne late General John B. Gordon, has 
been chosen as the model for the 
Georgia building. 

It is to be hoped that this move 
ment will be actively pushed and that 
the amount needed will soon be 
pledged. Indeed, unless the fund is 
pledged in a very short time the 
movement must be abandoned, for the 
gates of the exposition are to be 
opened in April. It is apparent that 
but little time remains for the begin- 
ning of the work if Georgia expects 
to be represented by its own building 
in this greatest of all world fairs,

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Nature and Her Friends. 

Those who watch with some curi- 
osity the output of new books, or who 
take even a passing interest in the 
contents of the monthly periodicals, 
must have observed the fact that na- 
ture studies now have a great vogue— 
and not only nature studies, but books 
about birds and flowers, about insects 
and the native grasses and about trees 
and animals. Such studies have al- 
ways appealed to certain select souls 
in this vain world, and have always 
been sure of a small though highly 
critical audience; but things have now 
come to such a fortuhate and happy 
pass that a volume about nature, or 
anything that relates to nature, has a 
comparatively large audience. 

As publishers have always been ac- 
counted wise in their day and genera- 
tion, it is but reasonable to conclude 
that the increased output of these na- 
ture studies represents a largely in- 
creased demand. Authors who have 
not at their command the art of fic- 
tion, or the gift of poetry, or the 
sprightly erudition necessary to the 
production of the essay, find a ready 
market for all that they may write 
about the woodland things; and while 
those who are fond of such literature 
have good reason to congratulate 
themselves that so much of it is placed 
in their hands, they will no doubt be 


pardoned for expressing the vain wish’ 


that all of it were as good as-the best. 

But since-the wish is vain, and since 
the best must always fall short of 
perfection, let us console ourselves 
with the thought (in spite of the shud- 
der that it provokes) that the worst 
is better than nothing; and should 
some of it fai short of the truth, or 
go beyond it, the discriminating read- 
er can adjust and readjust values as he 
goes along. Still we dare not blink the 
fact that much that is put forth as 
sympathetic interpretations ef nature 
is sad stuff. It is sad because it is in- 
sincere, and insincerity is apt to have 
a fall even when it employs crutches.

Our old friend the dog, as has been 
intimated, is becoming famous again. 
Two of them, Bob the Son of Battle, 
and Buck, who answers to the Call of 
the Wild, are the heroes of long nov- 
els, and though we feel in our bones 
that they &re both carried about in 
the arms of the impossible, neverthe- 
less, we are fond of the delysion, and 
feel that we are willing to go very 
far with two such companions. And 
if now and then a sneaking memory 
of Rab and His Friends creeps along 
the printed page, there should be no 
protest from any quarter. 

The bird literature of the day has 
grown in volume if not in trustwor- 
thy information, but in most of the 
books that are offered to the public 
the pictures are truer than the text, 
as either John Burroughs or Bradford 
Torry will tell you. Indeed, Mr. Bur- 
roughs has deemed it to be his duty 
to protest against some of the state- 
ments solemnly put forth as the result 
of personal observation. Mr. Bur- 
roughs himself is one of the most. 
acute of living observers of nature, as 
his writings abundantly show, but 
his protests have done and will do no 
gcod. We are living, as it were, in an 
age of romance—romance by proxy— 
and the public is greedy for anything 
astonishing or marvelous, especially if 
ic be put forward in the guise of in- 
formation. We have no doubt that 
Mr. Burroughs was highly amused, as 
he had a right to be, when he found 
that the only result of his protest was 


‘to draw forth a statement from a wri- 


ter to the effect that he saw a wood- 
cock set its broken leg and tie the 
limb in a bandage of mud and grass. 
Most of the literature called forth 
by the revival of interest in animals 
is very highly spiced; it is both ro- 
mantic and sentimental, and avoids 
facts that are commonplace, no mat- 
ter how interesting they may be. The 
best of it, however, is a, study of hu- 
man nature with the animals for a 
médium; and all of us have a feeling 
—call it a superstition if you will— 
that the creatures about us know a 
great deal more than they get credit 
Their very reticence 
seems to contain information that is 
withheld and concealed from us. 
They come at our call, and they are in 


some sort responsive to our caresses, 


but we should be much happier if we 


could penetrate the mystery of silence 


that surrounds them. This is why 


there is nothing incongruous in the 


literature that represents the animals 
talking and acting like human beings. 

But it is when they attempt to deal 
with the moods and tenses of inani- 


| Mate nature that some of the modern 


writers fail to hit the mark. Sincerity 
is sometimes highly emotional, but it 
never forgets to be simple and direct; 
and we should like to see a few of our 
modern nature-writers go before an 
agricultural society, as Thoreau did 
upon occasion, and explain some of 
the secrets they have wrested from 
our common mother. Thoreau 
told a company of farmers how it is 
that pines spring up when oaks are 


cut down, and why oaks and thetr | 
forest companions follow the fall of 


the pine forests; and the explanation 
was both earnest and simple, quali- 
ties that are characteristic of your 
true nature-lover. 

You cannot impose your own moods 
on nature, and though the experiment 
has been frequently made of late, it 
must always ring false. It is an in- 
trusion that is not to be tolerated for 
the reason that it is discordant and 
alien. Let nature impose her own 
moods on you, and though you be nev- 
er so romantic and rhetorical, yet 
your interpretation wil] contain the 
appealing and the convincing note. 
But nature is a rough mother, say 
what you please, and she can only be 
made to yield poetry and romance to 
thosé who truly love her, and who 
have tested her moods by years as 
well as by moments. 

Nevertheless, the shallowest and 
most superficial of the nature books 
are to be welcomed. They may lack 
the root of the matter, but likewise 
they may be the means of leading 
some weary soul to renew his ac- 


quaintance with nature’s Maker and 
Master.

NEW passenger station! 
A Closer and ever closer draws the 

day when Atlantans will not have to 
Bay: “Yes, this is where we get off, but 
we will have a modern and handsome 
Gepot soon. Don't judge the town by the 
carshed; come on up and hook at our 
skyscrapers before you decide that you've 
hit Punkville.” 

The fast-rising walls of the building 
Over on Madison avenue are the best evi- 
dence that a new depot for Atlanta is not 
@ ring, blown in smoke from the pipe of 
@ dreamer. More thousands of such 
things that this $ stands for than the 
average man will ever see have already 
been expended on the site of the splendid 
new station, and tens of thousands more 
will follow those that are now represented 
fn brick and mortar and cement and 
stone on the triangle where hundreds of 
trowels ring merry music through the 
bright February days. 

For they are busy over there. No doubt 
about that. If there are any ‘“‘Thomases” 
left in Georgia—no reference to cats— 
let them wear out a little of their bro- 
gans and make a bridal tour over to the 
scene of depotism. They wil: find some- 
thing doing. So many men are working 
on the walls that whenever one of them 
Bucceeds in tossing a bit of mortar into 
the proper spot and reaches for a brick 
the others do the Alphonse-Gaston act in 
the endeavor to congratulate him first on 
his success. Itt is said that any careless 
handling of limejuice will reflect seri- 
ously on the foreman’s coat, he watches 
the work so closely. That is not sworn 
to, so it may be readily believed. 

Twelve feet is the height of the walis of 
the station at precisely now. This is 
written one minute before now, so that it 
wil) be news to those who were watching 
the workmen lay the last brick late yes- 
terday afternoon when the foreman call- 
ed out in military terms, ‘‘Advance and 
show your pay check.”” They advanced. 
This is stated on authority. Picks, shov- 
els, trowels, overalls and cares were toss- 
ed aside ‘recklessly, the representative of 
the Terminal company was beseiged un- 
til he surrendered the cash, and then the 
depot builders put on their clothes and 
habits and went where they could quick- 
est place the Terminal company’s money 
in circulation. 

The walls of the depot, as stated, are 
about 12 feet high, except at the rear, 
where the trainshed will be joined to the 
principal building. There the walls have 
not been raised above the foundations. 
Intil the plans for the immense shed, are 
known, these walls cannot be raised, and 
no work has been done there as yet 
exceph to lay the concrete foundations, 
The general appearance of the site now 
gives the impression that there has re- 
cently been a fire in a large brick building 
and that the smoke did not Dlacken the 
walls. Rough, red brick partitions stand 
everywhere from ‘tthe Mitchell street via- 
duct to kingdom come, and where there 
are no walls there are holes which have 
been plugged with concrete so smoothly 
that they look as if a young dentist with 
a 99 per cent average before the state 
board had performed an operation on 
them and collected the bill. 

The space reserved for the plaza has 
been filled in, and it stands 18 or 20 feet 
above the level of the United States. The 
design of the depot is Spanish, ‘plaza’ 
is bullfightish and therefore it had to 
be somewhat above its surroundings. Dirt 
was used to fill in the plaza—more dirt 
than the average man owns. This earth 
will be packed and a fine pavement laid 
on it. The latter will be of sometiing 
more substantial than good intentions, al- 
though some who miss their trains may 
use\a word suggestive of good intentions 
as a paving material. 

The-Ground Floor. 

The ground floor of the new depot is 
already practically shaped up. Under- 
neath the level of the plaza will be a 
vast room, on a grade with the tracks 
that wil] enter the trainshed. In front 
and to the right will be the engines, dy- 
namos and other machinery of the power 
plant of the station. The middle and 
jarger part of the so-called basement 
will be used by the Southern Express 
Company for handling and storing the 
goods which are entrusted -to it for trans- 
portation. At the rear right, near the 
trainshed, will be a commodious room to 
be used for the United States mails. In 
this room will be every modern conven- 
lenee for handling the tremendous 
amount of mai] matter which daily comes 
info and goes out of Atlanta. There will 
be dressing rooms and lockers for the 
use of the postal route agents, toilet 
rooms, registry rooms, and everything 
else connected with the postal service 


except a rural free delivery wagon, a : 
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congressional appropriation and a fight 
for confirmation as postmaster. 

The Pullman company wl) also have @ 
room in the basement on the track level, 
and their elegant coaches will back 
gracefully up near this room and take 
on new supplies of novels, chewing gum, 
passengers and nightmares, while the 
porters stand at the foot of the steps and 
inveigle people to venture inside them, 
A general store room and a train store 
room will be included in the arrange- 
ment of the basement,@it ig. said. All 
these are the divisions which the walls 
now going up represent. The main floor 
will be above them, and the public will 
not be requested to make a practice of 
using the rooms named for purposes of 
repose. 

All over the triangular space controlled 
by the railroads new tracks are being 
laid. Yesterday workmen were busy 
shoving a track off its base—literally. 
With crowbars and grunts they wage priz- 
ing hundreds of feet of ties and rails to- 
ward the west and the gas tank. At the 
Tate they were cussing Saturday after- 
noon when a level slipped, it is helieved 
the balance of the tracks will ‘‘cover’’ 
themselves and hide out in the cinders. 

All the ground has been graded to the 
level intended for the tracks, and notlh- 
ing much remains to be done except, of 
course, to finish the depot building. 

One of the most interesting sights there 
yesterday was a pile~lriver at work. Few 
people who reside on land as high as 
that of Atlanta’s location ever have oc- 
casion to personally meet a pile driver 
and exchange biffs with it. A number, 
however, called to see the Central’s ma- 
chine at work on the depot site. It is 
not, strictly speaking, a Hugo Fisher 
creation. It has defects of coloring and

Atlantans have been busy registering 
lately “and the indications are that the 
total number registered will be in the 
neighborhood of 15,000 or 16,000, which 
will be some 2,000 more than have ever 
been registered in previous years. There 
are two reasons for this. In the first 
place, it ig the year for presidential elec- 
tion, and in the second place a great deal 
of interest is being manifested in the 
coming democratic primary for Fulton 
county. Wach day this race becomes 
more interesting and it bids fair to he- 
come one of the hottest fights in the 
political history of the county. 

A noticeably large number of colored 
voters are registering this year. This 1s 
in response to the energetic efforts of 
the republican leaders,« who hope to 
make a showing at the coming republican 
election. It was reported yesterday that 
the rumor had been spread among the 
colored that inthe event of a failure to 
reelect Theodore Roosevelt, dire things 
would happen to the entire country, and 
especially to the negroes of the south. 
This was done with the Intention of 
scaring the cotored voters into register- 
ing, and, while it had its effect, there 
were many more who immediately went 
into hiding at the mere mention of hav- 
ing to pay the $! poil tax. If the entire 
voting strength of the colored would pay 
their poll tax, it is estimated that sOme 
6,000 would be registeréd. 

Another end of the race which promises 
to be interesting is along the track lead- 
ing to the Georgia legislature. Besides 
Representatives Slaton, Blackburrm and 
Houston, George Westmoreland and Rob- 
ert Broyles are expected to weigh in for 
this event. The strength of the incum- 
bents has been proved in former events. 
The two latter have a following that 
means they, too, must be reckoned with 
when the starting flag drops with the 
opening of the polis at the primary. 

Just now it looks as though the Fui- 
ton county platform would have for its 
principal plank the question of frrther 
legislation in regard to the practices of 
the so-called money sharks. It is. be- 
lieved that each candidate will have te 
come out flat-footed on this question. 
All parties are vyitallivy interested and 
have been made acquainted with both 
the methods of the money lenders and the 
evils of the present-system through the 
work and presentments of the grand 
jury. 

The merchants claim that their ‘beat 
interests have been injure@ by the abil- 


rants for the ‘collection of their claims, 
while the bills at the butcher’s, baker’s 
and grocer’s have been allowed to run in- 
definitely. The railroads and other cor- 
porations insist that they have been put 
to the greatest inconvenience threugh 
the mortgaging and garnisheeing of sal- 
aries and they want legislative action 
that will restrict the present practice. 

As for the people, quite enough voters 
have been within the toils of the money 
lenders at one time and another to be 
actively intrested in the fight. On the 
other hand, it is reported that the money 
lenders whose profits have been reduced 
to comparatively nothing through 
campaign and investigations of the grand 
jury, are at work bringing all the pres- 
sure possible to prévent any legislative 
action that will interfere with ther 
present methods of collection and charg- 
ing of usurious interest in the hopes that 
this tidal wave of sentiment will soon 
pass over and they will be able to re- 
sume once more their lucrative opera- 
tions. 

This fight on the money question will 
not be confined to Fulton county alone 
Other grand juries throughout the state 
have been taking the matter up, and it 
is believed that cand:dates for the legis- 
lature all over Georgia will be made to 
declare themselves on this question.

HE profession of: a barber, : simi- 
aT lar to that of the physician or other 

skilled ‘artists, reQuires abundant 
knowledge,. also carefulness, taste, en- 
durance and much patience. 

The barber business’fs'a clean, indus- 
trious, honest and genteel occupation, 
and first-class: barbers can always find 
employment, as they are constantly in 
demand. 

A barber, like any other merchant, is 
a citizen and business man. And to start 
in business, capital is also required, so 
as to havea first-class, neat, clean and 
inviting place in which to transact busi- 


| ness and build up trade. 


Within the last ten years thiz business 
has rapidly improved. Years previous 
such things as the hand and electric fa- 
clal massage, egg shampoo, and many 
other treatments too numerous to men- 
tion, were entirely unknown to the pub- 
lic. And to administer all of these treat- 
ments it requires a first-<lass barber with 
much taste to please the customer. 

This business is an act which every- 
body cannot easily accomplish, as it 
requires skill, and must be well under- 
stood. 

Most of the particular and well-dressed 
gentlemen depend much on their barber, 
as he is held responsible for his custo- 
mer’s persona) beauty and neatness, erpe- 
cially when he intends to venture out in 
society, attend the theaters, ball, or per- 
haps pay a visit to friends. 

Also, the patron seldom realizes how 
much he owes to the barber, for while in 
the chair hts life is in the hands of the 
man who is working upon him. And 
aguin he never realizes that his personal 
valuables are in the honest barber's 
reach. 

The average barbers of today are most- 
ly self-educated men, and as they are 
intermixed with every class of people 
imaginable, consequently are compelled to 


, man 


be well dressed and good judges of hu- 
nature, so as to be sociable and 
They are well posted on the 
principal events of the day, from re- 
ligion or. other sanctimonious subjects 
down to such sports as the turf or prize 
ring. , 

Most barbers, especially those in At- 
lanta, work on the 60 per cent method;

earn from: $18 to $35 or more per week, 
providing they are hustlers and em- 
ployed in some first-class shop.

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these men can earn the above mentioned 
salaries, certainly the proprietor should 
be able to double this several times, as 
expenses are few, anw in this business 
there is no dead stock. But while the 
barber makes more money than many 
merchants, he is not looked upon as a 
thriving, industrious or a _ professional 
business man.

Again, the sick man often calls upon 
the barber to visit his home and adminls- 
ter the necessary treatments.
